The three excellent programmes made by Observer Films about Gladio for the BBC 2 
Timewatch series during June had a familiar ring to them for many of our readers. It was 
no surprise to see the name of the Searchlight editor on the research credits at the end of 
the programmes, directed by Allan Francovich and produced by Kimi Zabihyan. 

While Italian parliamentary hearings were starting to reveal the activities of this gang of 
neo-nazi murderers and terrorists and their interconnection with the Italian secret service 
and military, it was Searchlight in its January 1991 issue that took the lid off the 
international ramifications surrounding Gladio for the first time. Attempts at that time to 
persuade television companies with far larger resources than our own to conduct a full- 
scale investigation failed. Our key source, who has figured prominently in the three 
programmes, was a treasure-house of information on the role of the CIA in post-war 
Europe, which used by proxy the state intelligence services of various western countries, 
which in turn used neo-nazi criminals and terrorists to advance their Cold war 
programme. As one fascist now serving a life sentence in an Italian prison explained, the 
victims had to be innocent men, women and children, so as to stir up fear and uncertainty 
in the general population. 

Our pursuit of Roberto Fiore, the Italian terrorist exile, and his band of friends, who 
were Sheltered in Britain after a despicable deal with MI6, has been more than justified by 
the revelations that have been screened. We are grateful to the handful of MPs who have 
had the courage from time to time to at least try to elicit the truth from the government. 

Searchlight was disappointed by the Observer Review’s front page article entitled 
“Gladio, Europe’s best kept secret”, in which key journalist Hugh O’Shaughnessy, a 
writer much respected by the Searchlight team, wrote about Fiore’s MI6 connection 
without giving any attribution to Searchlight. We first published this story in June 1989 
under the title “Italian terrorist is MI6 errand boy”. Some spook-watchers here and 
abroad have suggested that these revelations may be at the root of some of the problems 
Searchlight has experienced in the last year. 

After the disgusting antics of British and other European neo-nazis at the European 
football championships held in Sweden last month, the media naturally approached 
Searchlight for more information. We directed them to our February issue, where they 
would have seen our prediction and analysis of what was likely to happen if these people 
were allowed to assemble in Sweden. 

While we are on the subject of sport, this month’s front cover photograph shows Juan 
Antonio Samaranch, president of the International Olympic Committee for the last 13 
years, in an earlier incarnation as a powerful politician under the dictatorship of General 
Franco in Spain. For a man who signed his official correspondence in those days with the 
political slogan “I salute you with my arm raised”, he has certainly come a long way. But is 
he really the type of person that should be upholding the Olympic ideal? It was good to see 
Granada Television’s current affairs programme World in Action devoting two 
programmes to exposing this man in advance of this year’s Olympic games. 
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In last month’s Searchlight Ray Hill 
gave an account of how British 
National Party thugs led by Kevin 
Scott, a former student at Newcastle 


University, attempted to disrupt 
Tyneside’s May Day rally at which he 
was speaking along with Tony Benn. 

The nazis made their mark on this occasion 
by hitting a woman round the head with a 
bicycle chain and stabbing someone in the leg 
with a spiked BNP banner pole. 

Over the years we have heard a number of 
stories about members of Tyneside’s very 
own bonehead band, Skullhead, carrying out 
attacks on women, including in one instance 
breaking a woman’s nose. It came as no 
surprise to find then that the person whom 
Ray referred to as being detained by the 
police turned out to be that brave Viking 
warrior, Gary Mitchell. 

Latest news is that Mitchell, who doubles 
up as the BNP’s Sunderland organiser, is 
being charged with possession of an offensive 
weapon. Like the rest of Skullhead, Mitchell 
is no stranger to the Northeast’s courtrooms. 

While we are on the subject of Skullhead, 
we have to say that their new publication, The 
Raven has caused no end of amusement in the 
Searchlight office. The first issue, which 
came out at the end of last year, bears the 
cover slogan “Hail Odin”. Incredibly most of 
the issue is devoted to Odinism with articles 
about the Odinist year, week, yuletide and the 
Odinist symbol: the raven. 

The editorial states “The Raven will deal 
with all aspects of Odinism and the natural 
law. The Raven will not involve itself in 
polotics (sic), but sometimes the political 
borderline can be very thin.” 

The publication goes to great lengths to 
show that it is not racist, with the pretence 
that its interests are music and Odinism and 
not politics. The truth is that the editor of the 
forerunner of this publication, Unity, was 
busted by the police and had hundreds of 
copies of his magazine seized, including an 
entire print run of one edition. 

The Raven has a North American 
distribution point which turns out to be the St 
Paul Area Northern Hammer Skins. They 
have their own home grown Odinists, the 
band Bound for Glory, who recently toured in 
Europe with Skrewdriver. There are plans for 
“branches” of this “non-political” organi-1 
sation to be set up across Europe.

Skullhead and BNP mad dog Gary Mitchell being arrested after May Day rally 
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NAZI SKINS INVADE VILLAGE 


In previous years the end of May has heralded 
large-scale nazi skinhead gigs under the title 
“Main Event”. It came as no surprise, then, 
to discover that this year there was also to 
be a Blood and Honour gig, this time in 
Norfolk. 

About 200 skinheads gathered at Downham 
Market railway station, the assembly point, 
before being ferried in cars and vans to the 
gig venue, Gooderstone village hall near 
Swaffham. 

According to the local newspaper “Shocked 
Norfolk villagers mounted watch overnight 
on Saturday as 200 nazis yelling ‘Sieg Heil’ 


held a concert in their village hall.” 

The concert was originally to be held at 
Stoke Ferry, but the booking was cancelled 
following police pressure. 

A local journalist who tried to gain entry to 
the gig was told “It’s £10 each to get in unless 
you can show your National Front or British 
National Party card.” 

One of the Blood and Honour supporters 
was taken to hospital with a minor stab 
wound which he received inside the hall. It is 
good to see that the boneheads look out for 
each other. The only police presence was a 
van outside the hall. 


SKREWDRIVER BOSS THREATENS GERMANY 


Ian Stuart has been very busy on the music 
front recently. As well as releasing solo 
albums, he has been recording with other 
nazis as The Klansmen, and White Diamond. 
The Klansmen play rockabilly-style music 
and White Diamond play heavy rock, as 
Stuart tries to attract bikers to the Blood and 
Honour scene. 

Stuart has played a number of gigs recently 
in Europe and has just released a new mini 
LP titled Ian Stuart and Rough Justice — 
Freedom for the Cottbus Six. Ian seems to be 
a little upset that he had turn up at a gig 
without a band, when its members were in 
police custody after stabbing a youth. 


Those members of Skrewdriver who were . 


arrested have been overheard muttering that 
they do not plan to return to Germany to face 


charges and will in fact jump bail. If this does 
happen then we hope the German government 
will ensure Stuart is never allowed back into 
the country. 

We quote this extract from an interview 
with Stuart from a recent skinhead fanzine 
(Last Chance, no. 11) so the German 
authorities cannot say they have not been 
warned as to his intentions. After being asked 
if the recent problems in Germany deterred 
him from playing over there again he replied: 

“T don’t know about the rest of the band but 
me personally, it’s made me want to go out 
there and cause a lot more trouble. The 
way I see it is that Skrewdriver are being 
blamed for the fact that the German 
government have brought too many 
immigrants into the country.”

notorious American neo-nazi 
terrorist Harold Covington, in an 
international exclusive last month, he 
has been at the centre of growing 
official and media interest. 


A stop press item in our June editorial 
referred to a document we had only just 
received, which revealed greater detail about 
Covington’s activities and intentions. 
Searchlight thinks this insight into the 
shadowy world of Covington and his national 
socialist comrades, both in Britain and 
abroad, and the particular references to the 
neo-nazi terror gang VAM in Sweden, are 
very important indications of the direction in 
which groups like the British National Party 
are moving. So we make no excuse for taking 
up valuable space in the magazine in 
reproducing the whole of the Covington 
letter. 

Despite his sloppy security, Covington is 
clearly obsessed by getting into the sort of 
company that could land him behind bars. In 
the 2 September 1991 issue of his news-sheet 
Resistance, he wrote: “Don’t write to me and 
say, ‘Take me, Harold, take me! I want to kill 
niggers and bomb Federal buildings and 
shoot down Jewish disc jockeys!’ Anybody 
dumb enough to put something like that on 
paper is already disqualified on grounds of 
brain damage.” Clearly Harold does not 
disapprove of activities like those he 
mentions. He just does not want comrades 
who put their murderous plans down on 
paper. 

The problem with the presence of the likes 
of Covington in Britain is that there is a small 
army of activists in the British National Party, 
British Movement, the British branch of the

is Wayne Taylor, late of Rochdale, 
northwest England. 


Taylor, a British National Party member in 
his twenties, gained a reputation in Rochdale 
for running around picking on people much 
smaller than himself. 

Eventually the local Asian community, 
sickened by his violence, suggested he leave 
town. Word has it Taylor could not be seen 
for dust. 

More recently he has turned up in the 
Greater Manchester area and has taken 
systematically to threatening a multitude of 
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people and institutions involved with anti- 
fascism and anti-racism. 

The heavily tattooed former skinhead 
started on his campaign of harassment and 
intimidation by threatening a_ radical 
bookshop, and the gay staff of a theatre 
bookshop, with firebombing if they did not 
stop selling Searchlight. Other targets 
include young members of SHARP, the anti- 
nazi skinhead group, and local anarchists. 

He has now decided to target at least one 
local anti-fascist activist, who is closely 
associated with Searchlight and has caused 
much pain and consternation to the local 
BNP branch in recent years by exposing its 
criminal members in Searchlight and the 
local and national media. 

Last month Taylor walked into the Greater 


Manchester town hall equality unit and told a 
worker there to pass on a message to the 
local Searchlight researcher to the effect that 
if he did not cease investigating Taylor’s 
activities, he would “shoot his legs off and 
those of anybody else who gets in my way”. 
The bemused equality officer has reported 
this threat. 

Taylor, who clearly has more than one 
screw loose, seems to think he can walk 
around in a civilised society threatening to 
gun down its citizens. He may be in for a big 
surprise when he finds that, like in Rochdale, 
people are not prepared to put up with him. 
A bit of advice, Wayne, it’s time to move on. 
Suggested new locations — the north or south 
pole. Then again, what did the polar bears 
and penguins do to deserve this pillock?

Birmingham nightclub shame 


irmingham _ nightclubs _—_are 
Bivens the worst in Britain for 
the way they treat black 
customers. Many Birmingham 


nightclubs in effect operate a colour 
bar with black people being excluded. 


Others, even when they let black people in, 
discriminate in the way they are treated 
inside. Black people may be kept waiting for a 
very long time if they try and order a drink. 

What is especially shocking is that this 
situation has been known about for years, and 
yet city officials have not used their power to 
object to the renewal of club licences to end 
this abuse. 

A white couple and black couple went 
night clubbing in London, Birmingham 
and Manchester, in a survey carried out 
for The Sun. 

After a night out in Birmingham, Lawrence 
Jean-Baptiste, 27, who is black, said: “I was 
treated like a criminal, not a clubber.” 

His companion, Angela Brown, 27, said: “I 
never realised there was such a problem. I 
found it really upsetting.” 

The situation has not improved since an 
earlier survey two years ago. 

At the Garry Owen club, the white couple 
were allowed in without in any difficulties. 
They said they had never been in before as 
they were just visiting the area. Inside were 
about 300 people, all of whom were white. 


The black couple were refused admittance 
on the grounds that they were “unsuitably 
dressed”. When they offered to go away and 
change, they were told “This is a members 
only club.” 

At Tressines in Newhall Street, the black 
couple were allowed in without any trouble. 
When Angela tried to get served at the bar, 
however, she had to wait 20 minutes, while 
white girls who arrived later were served first. 
Another black girl, Lisa, said “This happens 
all the time and it drives me mad. None of my 
white friends have this trouble.” 

At Tramps on Broad Street, Lawrence and 
Angela were allowed in but were followed 
around by a bouncer all the time they were 
there. 

At Bobby Browns on Gas Street, Lawrence 
and Angela were allowed in. Lawrence was 
unable to get served at the bar, however, 
despite waiting for 25 minutes while white 
customers were served. 

Liberty’s allowed the white couple in 
without any trouble, but Lawrence and Angela 
were refused admittance, again on the pretext 
of “unsuitable dress”, even though Lawrence 
was wearing £200 designer trousers. 

In Manchester Lawrence and Angela were 
turned away from only one club out of eight. 

In London the situation has improved 
greatly. Lawrence said: “Now I know I can go 
out in London with white friends a3nd be 
treated as an equal”. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


@ ABUSER IN UNIFORM 

A London police officer was “required to 
resign” after allegations of physical and 
racial abuse had been made against him. 

PC Rhys Trigg was dismissed 
following a disciplinary case supervised 
by the Police Complaints Authority. 

On 12 November 1990, Mr Danny 
Goswell, 25, was sitting in a car when he 
was approached by PC Trigg and other 
officers who questioned him about the car. 

There was an argument and Mr 
Goswell was handcuffed and taken to the 
police station. He said that he received a 
number of injuries which required five 
stitches in a head wound and that he was. 
racially abused. 

Mr Goswell was convicted of assault 
and threatening behaviour and fined £150 
with 100 hours community service. This 
was overturned on appeal last July. 

“Justice has been served,” said Mr 
Goswell. “If I did what he did to me, I 
would not be sitting here now.” 

In the circumstances PC Trigg seems 
to have got off very lightly. 

It is understood he plans to appeal. 

A spokesperson for the Greenwich 
Action Committee Against Racist Attacks 
said they were satisfied with the way the 
complaint had been investigated.

@ RACISM OFFENDS TEENAGERS 

A survey of 600 young people, aged 15 to 
17, found that they were offended by 
seeing racism on television much more 
than by violence or bad language. Images 
of cruelty to animals were the most 
offensive, followed by excessive images of 
human suffering and then racism.

@ GYPSY ABUSE BY MP AND 
ENTERTAINER 

John Carlisle, Conservative MP for 
Luton North, has been reported to the 
police for racist abuse. He said Gypsies 
were “itinerant travellers who should be 
banished to the wilderness”. The National 
Romany Association says the remarks 
were an incitement to racial hatred. 
Bedfordshire police are investigating. 

Des O’Connor has apologised for a 
remark he made on his TV show, Take 
Your Pick. Viewers complained when he 
joked that playing his records “got rid of 
all the cockroaches and the Gypsies 
parked down the lane”. The Broadcasting 
Standards Council said the remark was 
racist and upheld the complaint. 

Thames Television told the watchdog 
body that O’Connor was referring to 
“tinkers and itinerants’ rather than 
“genuine Travellers”. 

Most racists claim they are not 
opposed to “genuine Romanies”. 
Presumably Thames Television thinks 
that racist abuse aimed at non-Romanies 
is perfectly acceptable.

@ PIZZA ATTACK 

A man who took part in a gang attack on 
an Asian pizza delivery man has been 
sentenced to nine months youth detention. 

Joseph Jackson, 18, of Leyton, east 
London, admitted assault with intent to 
rob. He received a further two-month 
sentence for a separate theft. 

The pizza delivery man, Shahid Ijaz, 
was pushing his motor bike along High 
Road, Leyton, when he was attacked by 
Jackson and three other youths. 

Jackson grabbed Mr Ijaz from behind 
and shouted racist abuse. He punched Mr 
Ijaz in the face and the rest of the gang 
joined in the beating. 

Fortunately a police car was passing 
and the officers saw the motorbike helmet 
rolling in the road. Jackson was arrested.

@ LIFE SENTENCE FOR MURDER 

Robert McGill, 36, of Cleethorpes, has 
been sentenced to life imprisonment for 
battering David Raj to death with a steel 
pole. David Raj, 37, also of Cleethorpes, 
had between 25 and 30 separate injuries as 
a result of the frenzied attack, including a 


fractured jaw and _ skull, and_ three 
fractures to the cheekbone. 
McGill made the attack, which 


included throwing lumps of concrete at 
Raj’s house and kicking his front door in, 
to “teach Raj a lesson”. McGill, and 
Kenneth Seaton, his drinking partner, were 
angry about the way they thought Raj had 
treated McGill’s sister Margerita. She lived 
next door to Raj and he was the father of 
her two youngest children. 

Seaton, 39, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter and sent to prison for five years.

@ “RUDE POLICE” SLAMMED 
Community leaders in Wolverhampton 
have accused the police of “rude behaviour 
and bad language” in dealing with black 
people. 

Earlston Warner, director of the 
Wolverhampton Race Equality Council, 
made the criticisms in the REC’s annual 
report. 

He said one of the main concerns of the 
council was “conflict between police and 
young black people on the streets”’. 

A study by the council showed that 
black people stopped by the police for one 
reason were often prosecuted for 
something totally different. 

He added that the police were also 
guilty of “damaging personal property and 
clothing”, using improper holds on people 
and refusing access to a solicitor. 

Mr Warner said a working party had 
been set up to explore ways of bridging the 
gap between the police and the ethnic 
minority community in the town. 

“As the size of the black community 
increases it is important that black people 
are recruited into the police force,” he 
explained.

@ FREEDOM ASSOCIATION LOSES 
Gerald Hartup, director of the right-wing 
Freedom Association, has lost an industrial 
tribunal case in which he complained of 
racial discrimination. 

Sandwell Council advertised for Afro- 
Caribbean and Asian home helps. Mr 
Hartup applied for one of the posts, even 
though he is white, and then, when he was 
unsuccessful, took Sandwell Council to an 
industrial tribunal. 

The industrial tribunal upheld 
Sandwell’s argument that the service could 
be “most effectively provided” by an Afro- 
Caribbean or Asian person. The judgment 
said: “We are satisfied there are some, if 
not many, elderly people who choose, 
whether on the basis of cultural, linguistic 
or religious needs, or a combination of all 
these, that such services should be given by 
someone of the same racial background.”

@ SERIOUS CRIME 
WHITEWASH 

Members of the West Midlands Police 
Serious Crime Squad, disbanded three 
years ago, are to get off completely free. 
Not one officer from the squad will be 
prosecuted, Barbara Mills, Director of 
Public Prosecutions, has announced. 

This is in spite of widespread 
allegations of malpractice, including 
placing plastic bags over the heads of 
suspects to coerce confessions, and the 
fabrication of alleged confessions. Many of 
those imprisoned as a result of the squads 
investigations have since been freed. 

The West Yorkshire police force spent 
two years looking into the activities of the 
Serious Crime Squad between January 
1986 and August 1989. Complaints from 
97 people were investigated, more than a 
third of them Afro—Caribbean.

All-white judge 
and jury unfair 


alls for major reforms of the 

criminal justice system have 

been made with the aim of 
giving black people a fair deal. 


The Society of Black Lawyers, in a 
submission to the Royal Commission on 
Criminal Justice, says black people should 
have the right to trial by a multiracial jury, 
and judges should be prevented from 
commenting on the evidence. 

Peter Herbert, the society’s chair, said there 
were parallels between miscarriages of justice 
in Britain and the acquittal in Los Angeles of 
four white police officers on charges of 
beating a black motorist. 

In England black defendants often have 
their cases transferred to courts in places with 
a very low black population. “The vast 
majority of black defendants face juries who 
are often ignorant, bigoted and_ blatantly 
hostile to the defendant before a trial even 
begins,” the submission says. 

One way to achieve a multiracial jury 
would be to reintroduce the right of 
peremptory challenge, which allowed the 
defence to remove up to three jurors. Other 
changes should include the transfer of 
relevant cases to areas with high black 
populations or the creation of panels of black 
jurors available at short notice. 

The society said that an informal system of 
plea bargaining was developing, in which 
black defendants were being persuaded to 
plead guilty to crimes they had not committed 
in order to get lighter sentences. 

The society has also called for the abolition 
of docks in court, judges’ wigs, and 
convictions based solely on confessions. In 
addition there should be pretrial hearings, 
advance disclosure of prosecution evidence in 
magistrates courts, and an independent body 
to investigate miscarriages of justice. 


Appalling 


An American citizen attempting to 
visit Britain on holiday was detained at 
Gatwick airport and then held in 
custody for two days in insanitary 
conditions before being deported. The 
American, Mr Adol T Owen Williams, 
was, needless to say, black. 

Mr Owen Williams, a financial consultant, 
says that he was at first accused of being a 
fugitive fleeing to the UK to avoid criminal 
prosecution in the USA. 

He was then told that he fitted the general 
description of the majority of the perpetrators 
of the riots in Los Angeles, and jail was the 
only place for him. He said his treatment by 


Police pressure for a _ reduction in 
defendants’ right to silence should be resisted 
and any breaches of the Police and Criminal 
Evidence Act should invalidate resulting 
evidence. 

The society said: “Where there is 

unfairness, injustice and misconduct — you 
will inevitably find black people on the 
receiving end.” 
@In a _ separate report the National 
Association for the Care and Resettlement of 
Offenders calls for more black people in 
senior posts in the criminal justice system. 

Blacks make up 4.7 per cent of the 
population and yet 16 per cent of male and 28 
per cent of female prisoners are black. One in 
ten black males under 21 will experience 
custody. 

In contrast only two of the 451 circuit 
judges and six of the 772 recorders are black, 
and there are no blacks among the higher 
judiciary. Only about one per cent of 
solicitors and prison officers are black and 
there are no black chief or deputy chief 
probation officers. 

The report calls for a review of the judicial 
appointments system and criticises 
assessment criteria based on subjective 
judgments of “temperament”. 

Agencies are urged to adopt the Bar 
Council’s race equality policy, which sets 
targets for recruitment and distribution of 
work. The probation service should widen 
entry routes and the prison service should aim 
its accelerator promotion scheme at black 
candidates. 

The Law Society has been accused of 
suppressing a document which shows that 
black students face discrimination when 
seeking places on solicitors’ finals courses. 
Ethnic minority students were three times 
more likely to be refused articles than their 
white colleagues. 


Army stalls on 
abuse cases 


The army is dragging its feet over the 
investigation of two cases of racial abuse 
of black soldiers. 

Anthony Evans, 24, went absent 
without leave from the Royal Regiment 
of Wales more than a year ago, claiming 
that he had suffered serious harassment. 
This included kangaroo courts by fellow 
soldiers which found him “guilty” of 
being black. The punishment was to be 
scrubbed in a bath of bleach, washing 
powder and urine. 

An Army Board of Inquiry was set up 
six months ago, but has yet to publish its 
findings. A spokeswoman for the 
Commission for Racial Equality said the 
CRE was concerned about the delay. 

Geoffrey McKay, 20, who went absent 
without leave after suffering racial abuse 
in the Queen’s Royal Irish Hussars, has 
attempted to kill himself. While home on 
leave he took a drugs overdose. He said 
he “cracked” when told he would be 
forced to stay with the Queen’s Royal 
Irish Hussars until the end of his three- 
year contract, after serving a 60-day 
sentence in a military prison. 

He said that the inquiry into his 
allegations of racist abuse was a farce 
with senior officers, to whom he had 
never spoken, claiming he had not 
experienced racism. 

The army is considering what action, if 
any, to take, following the inquiry by the 
Special Investigations Branch into 
Trooper McKay’s allegations. McKay has 
been transferred to a new squadron, 
where he was threatened with being 
beaten up for complaining. He is now in 
Queen Elizabeth II military hospital in 
London, suffering from depression. 

Geoffrey McKay’s mother, Romayne, 
has welcomed a plan to introduce ethnic 
monitoring, a scheme to monitor the 
career progress of black recruits, into the 
armed forces as soon as possible. 

“But I’m still not completely confident. 
The army seems to be so good at keeping 
things covered up,” she said.

the immigration service was “One of the most 
insulting and traumatic events” he had ever 
experienced. 

Mr Williams was treated in this appalling 
manner in spite of having numerous family 
members to stay with in Britain, $500 cash 
and $5,000 in cheques, and a passport valid 
until the year 2001. 

The visit to Britain was to have been the 
start of an extended holiday of up to five 
months in Europe. 

The episode produced a storm of protest, 
with many people, including Shirley 
Williams, Professor Pole, Rhodes Professor of 
American History at Oxford University, and 
Professor Michael Dummet, demanding an 


inquiry as well as disciplinary action 
against the immigration officers concerned. 

The outcry provoked Home Office official 
Kate Collins, director of the Immigration 
Service, to attempt a reply. She said that the 
Immigration Rules require officers to carry 
out their duties without regard to race, colour 
or religion. 

Peter Taylor, general secretary of the 
Immigration Service Union, said the members 
of his union were “highly educated” and 
accused critics of “prejudice”. 

The reality, as anti-racist and immigration 
aid organisations know, is that most people 
detained, imprisoned and deported at points 
of entry into Britain are, inevitably, black.

In January we thought the Front’s member- 
ship was less than 1,000. Recent information 
suggests the real figure could be 400-500. 
The bulk of the membership has gone over to 
the British National Party in the past 18 
months and a_ smaller, more politically 
educated, group are busy trying to worm their 
way into the right wing of the Conservatives. 


Unhappy birthday 

The sudden cancellation last month of the 
Monday Club’s 80th birthday dinner for 
Enoch Powell came about, according to Dr 
Mark Mayall, the club’s chairman, because of 
an orchestrated attempt by neo-nazis to take 
over the event. A row at the club’s annual 
general meeting a couple of weeks earlier led 
to Stuart Millson’s failure in the elections for 
the club leadership after the Mayall camp had 
made some nifty use of the rule book to 
disqualify him. Millson is a former member 
of the Federation of Conservative Students 
and the BNP, and is currently an active anti- 
Federalist and a big wheel in Western Goals. 


Close encounters 
I was surprised at a short piece in Tribune of 
29 May by Larry O’Hara, who is better 
known for his praise of Patrick Harrington’s 
third positionists and his attacks on 
Searchlight than for his support of the Labour 
Party. He rehashed Searchlight’s January 
story on the NF and suggested that some of 
the NF might go over to Harrington’s Third 
Way organisation which, according to Mr 
O’Hara, has dropped antisemitism and moved 
away from fascism. You really will have to do 
better than this, Larry, if you are going to be a 
political errand boy for Harrington. 
Harrington has been promoting a conference 
in his Third Way magazine at which the 
speakers are to be Osiris Akkebala, the US 
black extremist leader who is currently 
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sharing platforms with leading members of 
the Ku Klux Klan and calling for apartheid in 
America, and the neo-nazi collaborationist 
rabbi Mayer Schiller, who not only keeps 
company with rubbish like Harrington but has 
met Ernst Ziindel, the Canadian-German neo- 
nazi revisionist who has a number of criminal 
convictions for his antisemitic activities. 
Having a Jew and a black at his conference, 
in London on 21 June, is supposed to give 
Harrington a clean bill of health. 

Unfortunately for Harrington and O’ Hara, a 
more interesting advertisement appears in the 
French publication Lutte du Peuple, which is 
a third-positionist voice in Europe. This puff 
for the conference refers to Robert Steuckers 
from Belgium, Alain de Benoist from France, 
Michael Walker, the British neo-nazi exile 
and editor of Scorpion, now living in 
Germany, and a member of the executive of 
New Resistance in France as being speakers 
at this nazi clambake. This line-up gives the 
lie to their attempt to get themselves a clean 
bill of health. 

Harrington’s fame has spread even further 
recently. He has been appearing, in the 
company of Steuckers and de Benoist, in the 
journal of the Russian Writers’ Union, which 
has also taken to reproducing extracts from 
the Protocols of the Elders of Zion. 


That's Life 


Another long-time neo-nazi has surfaced 
twice recently. Jimmy Doyle, one-time south 
coast godfather of the Racial Preservation 
Society, close associate of the Hancock 
family, and financial backer of a number of 
British neo-nazi groups, has been exposed by 
Esther Rantzen’s That's Life for his business 
activities as a rogue antique dealer. I wonder 
if Esther discovered that Doyle served time 
back in the sixties for organising antique 
thefts from country houses across southern 
England, or that his bodyguard and buddy got 
six years for armed robbery. 

How times have changed for Jimmy. I can 
remember the days when he was one of the 
bosses of the RPS communicating to his 
followers inside and outside the Tory Party 
about his financial backers in the senior ranks 
of the British Army in Germany and 
Whitehall. Now he appears to be really in the 
mire. The following story appeared last 
month in the Sussex press. 

I quote: “An off duty policeman was killed 
in an accident at a junction in Uckfield. The 
Metropolitan police sergeant, Jonathan 


Cunningham, 33, died instantly when his 
Suzuki motorbike collided with a Volvo 760 
driven by James Doyle, 62, of Newick Place, 
Newick. Police are appealing for witnesses to 
the accident, which happened at the junction 
of Church Street and Rocks Park Road at 
11.30am.” 


Home and away 
There are some funny folk around in the 
Anti-Nazi League. According to the Leicester 
Mercury last month, a fund-raising gig was 
held to raise money to fight fascism. We 
should extend our thanks to the local bands 
and comedian who turned out to give their 
services, but the mind boggles at the stupidity 
of the organiser, Paul Spillett. He told the 
press that over £200 had been raised to help 
pay for a coach load of people to go to France 
or Germany to take part in a demonstration. 
Spillett went on to tell the Leicester Mercury: 
“The National Front is not particularly active 
round here at the moment — which is why we 
want to send people to demonstrate abroad.” 
Has Mr Spillett not heard of the British 
National Party, which stood parliamentary 
candidates in Leicestershire? Has he not 
heard of the skinhead movement Blood and 
Honour and the Ku Klux Klan, which are 
holding gigs across the East Midlands and 
burning the occasional cross? I am sure the 
people who spent their hard earned cash on 
attending the evening would want it used for 
combating the nazis and racists on their own 
doorsteps rather than waste it on providing 
Mr Spillett and his chums with a trip abroad. 


Old friends 


A lot of my old friends are creeping out from 
under rocks this month. I see Raymond 
Shenton has been arrested for allegedly 
assaulting a customer at a pub in Walthamstow, 
northeast London. The prosecution told local 
magistrates in late May that 63-year-old 
Shenton has several addresses in the area and 
has been making false housing-benefit and 
income-support claims for about four years. 
Shenton had not been caught until the alleged 
assault, when police discovered several birth 
certificates and other people’s correspon- 
dence in his pockets. Shenton, who has been 
remanded in custody, is alleged to have made 
around £100,000 from the fraud. Not bad for 
a guy who used to nick charity boxes from 
pubs and run the politically totally 
insignificant English National Party, while 
sucking up to the NF and British Movement. 


Offside trap 

Up in Workington, in northeast England, 
something even larger crawled out from 
under a rock in the guise of one Martin 
Wingfield, former NF boss, publisher and 
jailbird. As Searchlight reported some time 
ago, Wingfield and his wife Tina, the NF’s 
one-time administration secretary, decamped 
from their home in Worthing last year, 
leaving behind letters from Fronters wishing 
to renew their membership to the organisation 
and other interesting documents. 

For a while he lived a couple of blocks 
away and then Searchlight heard rumours 
from anti-fascist football fans that he was 
trying to set up a publishing business that 
would service football supporters’ club 
fanzines up and down the country. This 
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venture collapsed after the local press 
exposed the fascists behind it. 

But now he is back on his feet and trying to 
run with the idea on a much grander scale 
from his home in Curzon Street, Maryport. 
The man who once led the NF, an 
organisation linked with some of the worst 
football violence seen at grounds in Britain 
and abroad, told the local paper that he was a 
long-time supporter of the local team, 
Workington Reds. 

He was planning to spend three years 
producing books and magazines about the 
history of the club and then hoped the 
grateful club would make him a director. 

Lying through his teeth, Wingfield, caught 
between a rock and a hard place, claimed he 
had left the NF three years ago to make a 
fresh start. Untrue Martin, it was much more 
recent than that. But he doggedly explained 
that his views had not changed and that he 
was still a 100 per cent supporter of the Front. 

Wingfield had joined the NF in 1976. He 
served three months in prison in 1984 after 
refusing to pay a £1,500 fine imposed by 
Lewes Crown Court for incitement to racial 
hatred in a virulently antisemitic and racist 
election leaflet. Today he claims not to regard 
himself as a common criminal and says he 
believed in what he wrote in the obnoxious 
leaflet. I was happy to see that the West 
Cumberland Times quoted a Searchlight 
spokesperson as saying: “Morally, no-one 
should touch this man with a bargepole.” 


Ku Klux 
Klowns 


The Sunday Telegraph of 7 June outdid 
the usual tardiness of the mainstream 
press in reporting the activities of the 
far right. And into the bargain the 
paper was hoaxed by the well known 
liar and criminal Mordechai Levy of 
the American _ self-styled Jewish 
Defence Organisation. 


The Sunday Telegraph contacted Searchlight 
in early June to tell us that it had an exclusive 
story about the activities of the Ku Klux Klan 
in Britain supplied by Levy. Levy said he had 
a dossier on the Klan’s leading lights, 
including some in the armed services. 


Inside story 

Unfortunately the dossier consisted of 
nothing more than two or three issues of 
Searchlight, starting with the July 1990 
edition, in which we told the inside story of 
how the KKK was operating in Britain, 
naming names and _ using exclusive 
documents and photographs obtained by our 
own people who were working with the 
Sunday People. 

The Sunday Telegraph also referred to the 
TVS television documentary on the Klan that 
was shown in October 1990. Once again it 
was Searchlight that had supplied the inside 
information for this programme.

quote Searchlight, it did not mention that its 
whole story was two years old — and that we 
had originated it. 

Searchlight is seriously considering 
claiming a fee from the Sunday Telegraph for 
the use of its material! 

Trusting Mordechai Levy may be an 
unwise thing to do, even though he is likely 
to wriggle out of a charge of shooting a 
bystander in New York, when he fired on 
members of the Jewish Defence League with 
whom he had fallen out. 


Informant 

It appears that Levy has been an FBI 
informant in the past and the FBI may look 
after him to prevent him doing time. 

When Searchlight editor Gerry Gable 
spoke in New York in November 1990, Levy 
stood outside the meeting and sent in a 
message asking Gable to meet him. Gable’s 
response was that he did not speak to fascists 
whatever their ethnic background. 

As usual Levy was claiming to have 
dossiers on the far right. In 99.9 per cent of 
cases they turn out to be material stolen from 
other people’s work. 

The Klan in Britain has some 400 members, 
including leading lights on the far right like 
Keith Thompson of the League of St George 
and Ian Stuart Donaldson of Skrewdriver. 
Two years ago they suffered a set-back when 
Searchlight exposed the fact that Alan 
Bishella, the man whom the US Klan leader 
James W Farrands sent to organise the KKK 
in Britain, was a convicted child molester and 
gun runner. Following the publicity, Bishella 
had to make a hasty departure from the Welsh 
village he had made his base. 

Later we were able to name Mark Atkinson 
as one of the men who had daubed Staines 
synagogue with nazi slogans. Although the 


Staines police failed to arrest him, a year later 
he was arrested and convicted in Scotland 
with two other KKK members for putting up 
Klan material. The make up of this team 
confirmed the Klan’s close relationship with 
Blood and Honour and the neo-nazi music 
and skinhead scene. Atkinson, who has a 
number of convictions, had once been on the 
kitchen staff at New Bedford and Holloway 
College in Surrey when racial attacks were 
going on all the time around the campus. 

Andrew Lightfoot, a leading British 
National Party student activist, is studying at 
the college and carrying on the racist 
tradition. He does not have the bottle or 
physique to go around beating people up but 
liaises closely with Atkinson in an attempt to 
build up a local hit team. 


Burning crosses 

If the Sunday Telegraph had come to us with 
Levy’s dossier, we could have identified it as 
our material and updated the information. We 
could have pointed out that there is ongoing 
KKK activity in this country, especially in 
Essex and Nottinghamshire. In Nottingham- 
shire cross burnings are nothing special and 
the county is also the base for growing BNP 
activity and a well established Blood and 
Honour network. Some of the KKK activists 
of two years ago are probably now fighting as 
neo-nazi mercenaries in Croatia. 

If the Sunday Telegraph really wants to 
know what is going on in the Klan in the 
USA, it should try contacting the real 
experts there, the Center for Democratic 
Renewal. Its staff would have told him about 
the current in-fighting, with various Klan 
groups and leaders all trying to grab a piece 
of the action in Europe — men like Thom 
Robb and Denis Mahon, with Farrands now 
running a poor third. 
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GERMANY’S SECRET 


A BBC television documentary shown 
in May depicted a few days in the lives 
of a motley crew of £100-a-month 
British mercenaries, many of them ex- 
British army, who are helping the 
break-away Croatian Tudjman regime 
as part of an international brigade. 


The programme, titled The Dogs of War 
and shown in the BBC’s /nside Story series, 
put a part of the detritus of British society 
under the spotlight: Carl, a military 
explosives expert from Merseyside, who went 
to Croatia for something to do and had served 
as a mercenary in Sri Lanka, the Sudan, 
Surinam and a couple of places “too sensitive 
to mention’; Dave, seemingly from 
Manchester, who wanted to experience the 
joys of “killing without compassion, like the 
Yorkshire Ripper”; Roy, the kid with the 
inane grin whose mother thought he “was 
working at Euro-Disney”; and the Welshman 
known as “Frenchie”, now hospitalised after 
shooting himself in the foot with his own 
machine gun.

The only one with any redeeming features 
was Kit, an ex-paratrooper and French 
Foreign Legionnaire from the northeast, who 
freely described himself as “a vagabond” and 
found life in Croatia preferable to the one in 
prison that he faces if he returns to Britain. 

Kit, his personal life obviously as big “a 
shambles” as he describes his working 
colleagues, had no illusions about the fact 
that he was in the company of cut-throats 
whose main lust was to spill blood. “These 
sods are just as bad as the other side,” he 
conceded in a candid moment. 

The programme was worthwhile as a series 
of character sketches focussing on the 
socially and, it appears, mentally 
disorientated flotsam and jetsam of Britain’s 
failing economy. 

However, it was important in other ways. 
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Murder and deception 


What was crucial was that it gave an insight 
into the way in which the gangs of freelance 
marauders, enlisted by the Croatians to 
plunge Yugoslavia into bloody civil war, go 
about their business. 

The British company — around 30 strong — 
was based in the town of Osijek, which has 
been the flashpoint for heavy fighting. One of 
its functions, the programme demonstrated, 
had been to provoke breaks in the cease-fires 
arranged between the two sides in the 
conflict, in an attempt to throw the blame for 
continued shelling and violence on _ the 
overwhelmingly Serbian Yugoslav Federal 
Army. 

These provocations bear the stamp of 
careful and systematic planning. The 
documentary proved this beyond doubt with 
footage showing a team of British and French 
mercenaries going out to lay explosives 
charges. 

Radio news reports the next morning then 
said that “the shelling of Osijek was intense” 
and was “the worst violation of the cease-fire 
since the current truce came into force”. 

The reality, explained the programme’s 
commentary, was something different. The 
mercenaries had, in fact, been in action laying 
explosives “to deceive the European 
Community observers who will assume it 
was the Serbs”’. 

The British mercenaries are the kind of 
people for whom fitting into normal social 
surroundings is anathema and for whom the 
mere thought of killing without feeling is 
attractive. They are the type of men who 
flocked into Hitler’s Waffen-SS legions. 

And like their predecessors they are being 
used as willing pawns in a game that is being 
played for stakes much higher than they can 
begin to understand. 


Eduardo Flores— > 
fixer for murder? 


Handing out the orders to the British 
mercenaries in Osijek is a sinister young 
Spanish gentlemen by the name of Eduardo 
Flores, a man whose name crops up with ever 
increasing frequency in investigations of the 
deaths of British photographer Paul Jenks and 
Swiss reporter Christian Wiirtenberg in 
January ... around the time when the BBC 
team filmed The Dogs of War. 

In fact Searchlight can exclusively reveal, 
for the first time, information about Flores’ 
well travelled background. 

Only 32 years old and claiming to be 
without military experience (despite sporting 
para wings), Jorge Eduardo Rosza Flores 
commands the so-called International Brigade 
(PIV) based in Osijek. 

To get there has been a long journey 
involving several political mutations and 
numerous contacts with the twilight world of 
armies, secret services and a quasi-fascist 
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religious organisation. 

Born in Santa Cruz, Bolivia, to a Spanish 
Catholic mother and a Hungarian Jewish 
father, Flores spent his formative years in 
Budapest, where in his teens he was an active 
member of the communist youth movement. 

In fact, he is not without military 
experience, having done his military service 
in the Hungarian army as a border guard at 
Budapest airport, where he reputedly met the 
notorious international terrorist “Carlos”. 

In 1988-89 Flores’ career took a new 
direction when he started to work with the 
Barcelona paper La Vanguardia as an 
assistant to Ricardo Estarriol, the paper’s East 
European correspondent and an _ active 
member of the secretive rightist Catholic 
organisation Opus Dei. 

Both men made regular trips to Vienna to 
visit the Opus Dei offices there and Flores 
maintained close contact with this historically 
pro-fascist Catholic organisation. 

Before being assigned by La Vanguardia to 
Croatia, where he was to jettison his laptop 
computer in favour of a rifle, Flores was 
covering events in Hungary, Albania and 
Slovenia, the province in which German 
government-inspired separatists had already 
begun to drive the first stakes into the heart of 
Yugoslavia. Arriving in Croatia in late August 
1991, Flores immediately announced that he 
had enlisted in the so-called Croatian 
National Guard and was posted to the village 
of Lazlovo, close to the Serbian border and 
populated by ethnic Hungarians. 

Within weeks of his arrival, Flores had 
made an impact and had found allies in the 
shape of American-Croatian Johnny “Bob” 
Kosic and one “Jura”, a Hungarian from the 
village. Between them, on 3 October, they 
cooked up the idea of an_ international 
brigade, which gained instant recognition 
from Franjo Tudjman’s Croatian authorities. 

The conduit for the prompt legalisation of 
the new force was Branimir Glavas, the head 
of the local militia in Osijek, which was later 
to become the base for Flores’ unit. 

Foreigners began to flood in as recruits. 
Among them were the top Portuguese sniper 
Alejandro Cufidn Fernandez and Alejandro 
Hernandez Mora, a Spanish mercenary and an 
explosives and sabotage expert. Also among 
the new arrivals was Stephen Hannock, the 
Welshman known as “Frenchie” because of 
his claimed background in the French Foreign 
Legion. 

Other recruits, who brought the brigade’s 
strength to around 100, included a French 
group sent by the fascist Front National. 

Other FN members found their way into the 
ranks of the more explicitly fascist Black 
Legion, which is attached to the 15,000- 
strong Armed Croatian Forces (HOS) militias 
and based at Vukovar, about 22 miles away 
from Osijek. 

Journalists from across Europe have 
wanted to lift the lid on the freelance killers 
operating in Croatia. For Christian 
Wiirtenberg and Paul Jenks, this curiosity was 
to prove fatal. 


Wiirtenberg, working for a Swiss news 
agency, decided to investigate alleged links 
between Flores and trafficking in weapons 
and drugs by joining the International 
Brigade, despite fierce opposition from his 
editors. 

In addition, he hoped to uncover evidence 
of right-wing extremist connections amongst 
the mercenaries who decorate their rooms 
with swastikas and to establish precisely who 
was paying them. 

After serving with Flores’ outfit for a few 
weeks, Wiirtenberg secretly told Spanish 
television reporter Julio César Alonso that 
very soon he would leave the brigade and 
return to Switzerland. 

Days later, on 4 January, Alonso and a 
Portuguese television reporter, Joao Pinto 
Amaral, were taken from Zagreb’s Hotel 
Intercontinental to the headquarters of the 
Croatian secret police. They were later 
interrogated. 

After the questioning, Flores told the two 
journalists there was a mole in the brigade 
and that the mole was Swiss and “had to be 
got rid of’, adding that his forces would not 
kill him but that they would be killed by 
Serbians in an ambush. 

The journalists tried to warn Wiirtenberg 
but found he had already been placed under 
arrest. Desperate, they travelled to Osijek 
only to be met by Flores who told them with 
a grin “By the way, we’ve got a loss — 
Christian. The Swiss problem has been sorted 
out.” 

The “sorting out” was brutal. According to 
the autopsy at the Osijek hospital, Christian 
Wiirtenberg “was killed on 6 January 1992 as 
a result of mechanical action with a blunt 
weapon and later strangled with hands and 
rope.” 

Flores claimed later that Wiirtenberg was 
murdered by “Chetniks” (Serbs) but in fact 
strangling is almost unknown among them. 
Prisoners simply have their throats cut. 

Wiirtenberg’s computer went missing and 
his diary was returned to his family with vital 
pages ripped out, while the Croatian media 
launched a cover-up of the cause of his death. 
When it leaked out some days later, alarm 
spread among the foreign journalists working 
in Zagreb. 

On 13 January, Paul Jenks and a colleague, 
Hassan Amini, visited the International 
Brigade to ask questions about what had 
happened to Wiirtenberg. The man they met 
was Stephen “Frenchie” Hannock who, in 
response to Jenks’s persistent questions said 
“Who knows ... who cares. I don’t, for one 
and I know a lot more than you.” 

Flores was due to arrive so “Frenchie” 
asked the two photographers to leave. 
Nevertheless, Flores learned of their presence 
and later went to the Osijek press centre to 
give them “his version” of the events 


surrounding Wiirtenberg’s murder. 


He never met them, but four days later Paul 
Jenks was shot through the head at the front 
line in Briest, near Osijek. Officially he was 
killed by a Serbjan sniper hidden some 900 
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metres away in the Serbian-held village of 
Tenski-Antunovac, but the positions of 
Flores’ International Brigade were much 
closer. The indications are that the range was 
far shorter than 900 metres and there are 
suggestions that the bullet did not enter his 
head from the direction of the sniper. 

A mere two days after Jenks’s killing, 
Flores was on the telephone again to give “his 
version”, telling Julio Alonso in Spain: “It is 
not very convenient being a journalist.” 
Strong suspicions now exist about the roles of 
both the sinister Flores and “Frenchie” in the 
deaths of the two journalists. 

Like the dirty war being fought by Flores 
and other rightist killer gangs in Croatia, the 
truth about the murder of Wiirtenberg and 
Jenks has been covered up. 

What they discovered about the sources of 
funds, the role of Opus Dei, the involvement 
of extreme-rightists and the weapons and 
drugs rackets may never be known. Flores 
and “Frenchie” have ensured that. 


Another international brigade 
Flores’ International Brigade is not the only 
band of “soldiers of fortune” that has 
ensconced itself in Croatia. In Vukovar, just 
up the road from Flores’ detachment, is 
another calling itself the Black Legion. 

At the head of the race to tout support for 
this “volunteer” group is the US-based nazi 
NSDAP-AO, led by Gary Rex Lauck. 
Successive editions of Lauck’s broadsheet 
New Order have boasted of the presence of 
hardline nazis in Croatia. 

In the March 1992 edition, Lauck, who 
functions as a leg man for the German neo- 
nazi Bewegung, carried an urgent appeal 
under the title “Croatia needs help”. 

The appeal sets out the international neo- 
nazi agenda clearly: “Many Croatians stand 
on the side of White Europe and also on the 
side of a Nationalist New Order on this 
continent.” 

Lauck pitches his appeal historically, 
praising the wartime Nazi collaborationist 
butchers of the Croatian Ustashi, who 
slaughtered more than a million Jews and 
Serbs. He lauds especially their role as cogs 
in Hitler’s Waffen-SS killingymachine. 

However, the kind of help that Lauck calls 
for only becomes clear in later editions. In an 
article in the July-August edition, a US nazi 
relates how the NSDAP-AO receives letters 
from German nazi volunteers in Croatia who, 
according to a published letter, “belong to an 
independent unit”. 

This information has received limited 
confirmation from the German government 
which, in a written parliamentary reply to 
Bundestag member Ulla Jelpke, dated 14 
April, stated that “around 30 German citizens 
are active as advisers to the Croatian National 
Guard”. 


Remarkably, however, this same 
parliamentary answer, from Foreign Office 
State Minister Helmut Schiafer, claims 


bizarrely for example that the German 
government has “no knowledge” either of 
former soldiers of the East German army 
fighting on the side of Croatia or of illegal 
weapons being delivered from Germany. 

Yet this flies in the face of evidence, 
presented before Schafer’s reply by the 
German Interior Ministry, confirming the

existence of the Black Legion and saying that 
this troop was under the command of a 
former East German officer. 

The Interior Ministry also — stated 
unambiguously that the German security 
services were aware that not only German but 
also other European nazis were making 
frequent visits to Croatia and that there were 
plans afoot to establish a “first-aid corps”, 
which had been temporarily short-circuited 
by the preventive detention of top nazi 
Gottfried Kiissel in Vienna. 

In fact, a 50-strong elite troop of German 
and Austrian nazi volunteers was due to 
depart on 14 January, but Kiissel’s arrest a 
few days before halted the operation. 

Since then, reports the German magazine 
Stern, the job has been taken over by the 
Hamburg-based Nationale Liste, led by the 
nazi leadership contender Christian Worch, a 
contact of David Irving, and the Munich- 
based National Block whose fiihrer is 
Manfred Eichner. 

Both these groups are part of the nazi 
Bewegung, of which Eichner is the “Regional 
Leader — South” as well as being one of the 
commanders of the Bewegung’s _ illegal 
paramilitary SA. 

Also in on the act is the criminal nazi 
Ewald Althans, Worch’s deadly rival in the 
battle to replace Kiissel. While Worch assists 
in supervising the would-be recruits, Althans 
has set himself the role of fund-raiser both to 
finance his leadership contest and to help 
publicise the neo-nazi involvement in 
Croatia.

The photos on offer, more than 100 in all, 
“document neo-nazi volunteers fighting in 
Yugoslavia on behalf of Croatian forces as 
well as neo-nazi involvement in Iraq.” 

Althans’ asking price is $5,000 and he 
further offers contacts with the neo-nazis 
involved as well as video footage. Althans’ 
fund-raising stunt is clearly part of an 
international drive: the contact telephone and 
fax numbers on the press release belong to 
the Toronto-based Auschwitz liar and 
criminal Ernst Ziindel, with whom Althans 
was residing in May and June. 

As reported earlier in Searchlight, Croatia 
has become the focal point for fascists 
internationally. Reports are being received 
about attempts to recruit US nazis for military 
action and French fascists have also been 
engaged with the Black Legion. 

Notable among them is the French nazi 
FNE member Michael Faci, who boasted, 
inaccurately, to reporters that he was in 
charge of a unit of about 200 fascists 
including Austrians and Germans and, more 
plausibly, that he had himself killed two 
Serbs. 

It is significant that, despite efforts to keep 
a safe distance from their more violent 
brethren, exponents of ballot-box fascism 
have also sought to show their backing for the 
Croatian war against Yugoslavia. 

As already explained, Jean-Marie Le Pen’s 
Front National (FN) has sent volunteers to 
Croatia, according to Spanish sources. In the 
summer of 1991, Le Pen and the German 
fascist MEP Harald Neubauer made a secret 


trip to Zagreb for talks with senior advisers to 
the Croatian leader Franjo Tudjman. 

Neubauer — true to his nazi beliefs — 
declared: “We are not the last of yesterday but 
the first of tomorrow,” while Tudjman’s 
henchman, Hrvoje Sosic, defended the 
fascists’ visit with the statement that 
“negative attitudes to Le Pen and his party are 
Bolshevik slanders.” 

Where Le Pen led, Belgian Vlaams Blok 
fascist Filip Dewinter followed in January, 
visiting the Armed Croatian Forces (HOS) 
militia and announcing that “politically they 
are very close to us”. Some of these visits 
were arranged with the help of British right- 
wing Tories. 

The evidence of fascist links with the 
government and militias in Croatia is 


overwhelming. Yet there has been little 
publicity and even less official investigation 
in the European Community from which most 
of the freebooters come. 

A blind eye, it appears, is being turned to 
murder. 


Germany - playing for high 
stakes 


If there has been no activity by the police and 
security services in the European Community 
to prevent the recruitment of mercenaries for 
Tudjman, this has been more than 
compensated for with a campaign of gigantic 
proportions against the Yugoslav federal 
government. 

Closer examination of the EC’s slavish

backing — it does not even pretend to be even 
handed — for any faction that wants to give 
the break-up of Yugoslavia a helping hand 
shows clearly that the general policy is being 
determined by the new, reunified and 
increasingly powerful Germany. 

The Kohl government’s support firstly for 
Slovenia and more recently for Croatia has 
been a startling replica, in broad terms, of the 
stance taken in the Balkans both by the 
Kaiser’s regime and later by Hitler’s Nazi 
dictatorship. 

The German government policy which 
engineered the ructions in Slovenia and then 
steamrollered the EC into giving the break- 
away province international recognition was 
repeated in Croatia’s case during a meeting of 
EC Foreign Ministers in the Hague last 
November, when the liberal Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher peremptorily 
announced German plans to recognise the 
Tudjman regime. 

The German declaration set the seal on any 
last surviving chance of preserving the 
Yugoslav state, even though at that stage the 
USA, France and Britain hoped this could be 
achieved. 

The regime which Genscher was so keen to 
recognise has an unbroken line of continuity 
from the Ustashi murderers of Ante Pavelic 
during the second world war. 

Its leader, Franjo Tudjman, is a hardline 
antisemite, proud that his wife is neither 
Jewish nor Serbian. Tudjman has open links 
with Le Pen’s nazi Front National in France 
and has written a book, Wastelands — 
Historical Truth, defending Hitler. 

Such niceties mean little in Bonn and the 
tactic that pushed the EC into following 
Germany’s line with recognition of Tudjman 
on 15 January and drove the USA into 
reversing its earlier pro- Yugoslav unity policy 


is now forcefully underway in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 
Revived German imperialism wants 


nothing less than the complete destruction of 
Yugoslavia in order to extend its influence 
and control over the entire Balkans region. 
Hindered from direct intervention by its 
constitution, Germany is using the EC, which 
its now dominates, as a Trojan Horse to 
project its own interests. 

An editorial in the right-wing conservative 
Welt am Sonntag on 6 October spelled this 
out by branding the actions of the Yugoslav 
government as a “campaign against Western 
civilisation”, calling for military intervention 
by the EC and emphasising that failure to act 
militarily would render the EC a “paper 
tiger’. 

The intervention did not materialise but 
German policy got its way at the price of 
14,000 dead, 250,000 refugees and 1.2 
million homeless. 

Not content with this, in recent months 
political shifts in Bonn have denoted new 
flexing of muscles. Genscher has gone — too 
soft. The man who represented German 
strength in the postwar order and the “age of 
treaties” has been replaced by Klaus Kinkel, 
one of the new breed of nationalists around 
Kohl who want a more interventionist foreign 
policy. 

They are working hard to get it. The 
spearhead of the effort is the bid to weaken 
NATO — which was established originally to 
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Viaams Blok boss Filip Dewinter (left), with two of his fellow MPs from Antwerp, 


Wim Verreycken and Francis Van den Eynde, on a visit to Croatia. 


keep Germany under control — by taking US 
military forces out of the European 
reckoning. The means to this end is the 
formation of the 40,000-strong so-called 
European Corps. Composed of French and 
German units, it is to become operational on 

1 October 1995. 

The aims of the Corps are supposedly to 
defend the western European allies and to 
take part in humanitarian and peace-keeping 
actions. It is envisaged that the Corps will 
come under the umbrella of the Western 
European Union, formally the “European 
pillar” of NATO. 

Now all that is in the balance, with US 
officials expressing misgivings that Europe 
will be locked into a German defence 
structure and not the other way round. 
Standing by and watching this has been the 
NATO general secretary Manfred Worner, 
who does not oppose the concept of a 
European army. 

In fact he takes a contrary view. In 1974 
Worner addressed the concept’s first 
incarnation: veterans of the Waffen-SS at a 
meeting in Stuttgart to discuss long-term 
German security. 

Behind all the official arguments about 
future European defence arrangements is an 
unspoken fear of a regenerated German 
militarism and dominance. 

As James Rollo of the Royal Institute of 
International Affairs in London puts it: “What 
we see, some among us with a shudder, is 
Germany taking the helm in _ Europe.” 
Economically and _ politically, Germany 
already has the helm. The big questions in 
the future will be the military ones. The 
French government hopes to contain 
Germany (while targeting its short-range 
missiles on it) through the joint force and the 
WEU. Britain and the USA want to pin down 
Germany through a _ continuing NATO 
presence. Germany, meanwhile, plays both 
ends against the middle by claiming to stand 
by both. 

Francois Heisbourg, director of the 
International Institute of Strategic Studies, 
suggested in May that the German 
government might see the Franco-German 
corps as a way of changing the German 
constitution to permit deployments outside 
the NATO area. 
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Such steps are already well under way, 
shored up by the mushrooming aggressive 
nationalism that Kohl’s government has done 
so much to foster. 

The German government and military are 
actively discussing plans to change the 
character of the German armed forces. The 
German Defence Ministry policy document 
of 20 January this year spells out that the new 
aims of the Bundeswehr in_ protecting 
German interests will be “prevention, 
limitation and termination of every kind of 
conflict which could harm the integrity or 
stability of Germany”. 

At the conference of Bundeswehr 
commanding officers, held in Leipzig from 
12 to 14 May under the motto “Change and 
Awakening — the Bundeswehr, Troops of 
Unity”, Defence Minister Volker Riihe 
reassured 400 officers that their future was 
guaranteed and told them that Bonn had 
earmarked more than £100 million to 
improve the Bundeswehr infrastructure in 
former East Germany. 

He also told them that “while there is no 
popular support for German military action 
outside the United Nations framework, in the 
long term this is possible.” 

At the same conference, Bundeswehr chief 
Klaus Naumann told his audience: “We have 
nothing to hide.” In fact Naumann was 
alarmingly frank in mapping out the future. 
German soldiers should be prepared for 
operations outside Germany, which were “no 
longer a distant option” but could occur at 
any moment. 

He went on to say that officers had a duty 
to the troops to prepare them for the extremes 
of physical and _ psychological _ stresses 
associated with such military actions. 

Similar sentiments were expressed at 
gathering of more than 1,200 officer cadets 
up to the rank of lieutenant, in Hanover on 28 
May, by the Inspector-General of the army, 
lieutenant-general Helge Hansen, who 
emphasised that “the German army is not 
being demolished. Quite the contrary.” 
Echoing the message delivered in Leipzig by 
Naumann, he went on to say: “if the defence 
of Germany needed to take place outside 
Germany, courageous officers would be 
required. 

“At the front, and fighting man to man, the 


new officers would have to face new tasks 
under changed conditions to help Germany’s 
defence, alliance-making and __ political 
capacities.” 

Coupled with the burgeoning militarism, 
which at present is concentrated on changing 
public opinion and preparing the armed 
forces psychologically, there is heightened 
activity by the Federal German Intelligence 
Service. 

In addition to smearing anti-fascists inside 
Germany, the intelligence service is, 
according to well-placed former NATO 
intelligence sources, busy _ establishing 
itself in the countries of the former East 
bloc, especially those with German 
minorities. 

The cover for this intelligence penetration 
is the network of German cultural centres that 
is being set up. “The object”, a Searchlight 
source said, “is to create conditions of 
destabilisation to lay the ground for a future 
intervention.” 

In the light of the intensified Sudeten- 
German clamour surrounding the German- 
Czech treaty and its rejection by top right- 
wing conservatives like the German Finance 
Minister Theo Waigel, who on 6 June 
branded the wording of the treaty as a 


“provocation against Germany”, this 
assessment is not far-fetched. 
Voices of protest against the new 


imperialist “great power” politics of Germany 
are being heard. For example, the Roman 
Catholic peace movement Pax Christ has 
labelled the new armed forces’ plans as “a 
security risk” and “a new stage in the 
militarisation of society”. 

Similarly, the former Admiral of the 
German Fleet, Elmar Schmiling, publicly 
accused Naumann and the Defence Ministry 
of preparing aggression. 

Drawing attention to a Defence Ministry 
document describing “the pressure of 
immigration by impoverished masses” as a 
threat to Europe, Schmaling demanded to 
know from Naumann “whether these masses 
would be liquidated by Bundeswehr soldiers 
on the spot ... before they could storm the 
European paradise.” 

Many Germans have real fears that, now 
that the USSR has gone, the whole postwar 
order has been shattered. With Germany once 
more unified, they fear that there are no more 
restraints on its ascent to superpower status 
and that the long-term outcome will be a 
new war or at the very least military 
intervention to regain “lost territories” like 
Silesia and East Prussia, as a result of 
provocations. 

This is no exaggeration. Jan Parys, the 
Polish Defence Minister, expressed concern 
about future German policy to a meeting 
of the Ministry’s Defence Council and a 
leaked report by the Polish intelligence 
service warned that Germany “cannot be 
trusted” and stated that “its intentions are not 
known”. 

That was in February. Now the intentions 
of German revanchism are becoming clear 
enough to be seen by anybody who bothers to 
look.

The relentless “Holy Racial War’ is 
raging on, although things currently 
seem a bit uphill for Sweden’s not so 
bright white warriors. White Aryan 
Resistance (VAM) activists had not yet 
recovered from the massive police 
crackdown in the west coast town of 
Gothenburg on 1 May, which netted 
21 arrests, when police in Uppsala, 
north of Stockholm, bagged another 
VAM cell. 


The most prominent individual arrested in 
Uppsala was VAM’s notorious leading soldier 
John Christopher Rangne, aged 22. Rangne, 
who was also among those arrested in 
Gothenburg, seems to be making a habit of 
getting himself arrested lately. He has previ- 
ously displayed a remarkable ability to walk 
out untouched by serious charges. It is to be 
hoped that this time the charges will stick. 


Planning another robbery 
Rangne and three associates were arrested on 
the evening of Friday 22 May when they sped 
past a routine traffic checkpoint outside 
Uppsala. When a policeman attempted to 
wave down the car, its driver accelerated in 
an attempt to escape. After a brief chase, the 
car collided with a city bus. 

Searching the car, the police uncovered 
several firearms, including three sawn-off 
shotguns with plenty of ammunition and 
other material indicating a bank robbery had 
been planned. The four passengers, who were 
unharmed by the collision, were handcuffed 
and taken into custody. 

Despite his youth, Rangne is a seasoned 
far-right activist with a track record going 
back to the mid-1980s, when he joined a gang 
of nazi skinheads connected with the then 
active Keep Sweden Swedish organisation. 
By 1987 he had become one of the street 
troopers of the now defunct Sweden Party. 

Later the same year he led a brutal gang 
assault on two Iranian immigrants — one of 
whom was nearly killed — in Stockholm’s old 
town. Although the prosecutor termed the 
assault attempted murder, the court took a 
lenient view and let Rangne off with a token 
fine. 


Top VAM soldier 


Considered little more than an insignificant 
street thug for several years, Rangne gradual- 
ly came into a prominence of his own. 

In 1989 he signed up for a stint of soldier- 
ing with the French Foreign Legion. He 
returned to Sweden late in 1990 and joined 
forces with Klas Lund, who had just been 
released from prison after a four-year sen-

tence for his part in the murder of an anti- 
racist in 1986. Together they set out to form a 
Swedish nazi underground army, VAM, mod- 
elled on the US terrorist group The Order. 

In 1991 the two were chief suspects in a 
massive arms theft during a hijacking of a 
Stockholm police station. Together with two 
other VAM skinheads, Marcus Ohlin and 
Conny Rosén (who later pleaded guilty to the 
arms theft), Lund and Rangne escaped arrest 
during a police raid on a nazi safehouse in 
May 1991. For three months the group 
remained at large. They were finally captured 
after an armed bank robbery in August. 

While Lund eventually admitted to the rob- 
bery, Rangne “on principle” refused to talk to 
the police. In court he declared himself a 
political prisoner of the “Zionist Occupation 
Government” and promised that he would 
“continue the struggle” against Jews and race 
traitors to the bitter end. 

The court found Rangne guilty of armed 
robbery and sentenced him to three and a half 
years in prison. But only a few weeks later an 
appeal court inexplicably overturned the ver- 
dict and released Rangne on grounds of insuf- 
ficient evidence. 

Rangne’s unrepentant stance in court has 
earned him widespread admiration among the 
nazi boneheads of the so-called Storm 
Network, the informal network connecting 
skinheads and pro-terrorist nazis with the 
international nazi movement. In this violent 
brotherhood, Rangne has emerged as an 
increasingly important figure. 

Two of the other three arrested with 
Rangne in Uppsala are known VAM activists. 

Andreas Bedecs, 21, was part and parcel of 


the original Klas Lund cell. In May 1991 he 
was one of a group of seven nazis arrested 
during an attempted burglary at a north 
Stockholm military arms depot. In a subse- 
quent trial Bedecs was convicted for this and 
for being in possession of stolen communica- 
tions radios. He received a suspended sen- 
tence and fines. 

Klas Royne Rangse, 24, is a recent addition 
to the VAM cadres. Like Bedecs and Rangne, 
he was among the 21 nazis arrested in 
Gothenburg on 1 May and charged with 
preparing to commit a violent assault. 


The old guard 


The fourth person arrested in Uppsala, Erik 
Rundquist, is an interesting character. 

A 29-year-old skinhead, Rundquist is older, 
and possibly smarter, than the rest of the 
group. For a number of years his name has 
turned up repeatedly in connection with vari- 
ous militant nazi circles. Although he has 
taken pains to keep a low profile and stayed 
clear of situations where he risked arrest, sev- 
eral sources have identified him as a key 
member of the Storm Network and as an 
instrumental person in linking the neo-nazi 
youth with the old guard. 

Known as a collector of nazi wartime sou- 
venirs, Rundquist has developed far reaching 
contacts with veteran Waffen-SS _ officers. 
Among Rundquist’s friends is Erik Wallin, a 
wartime member of the Swedish -nazi party 
NSAP/SSS, who volunteered to join the 
Waffen-SS and took part in the murderous 
anti-partisan campaign in Croatia. 

Earlier this year a Searchlight investigation 
placed Erik Rundquist among the guests at 
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the meeting in Germany in 1989 of the Korps 
Steiner, an SS veterans association suspected 
to play an important clandestine role in the 
reconstruction of the international nazi move- 
ment (see Searchlight, March 1992). Accor- 
ding to recent information supplied by anoth- 
er participant at the Korps Steiner meeting, 
Rundquist was accompanied by another 
Swedish nazi. While the identity of this per- 
son remains unclear, certain features of his 
description suggest it may have been a rank- 
ing member of the Storm Network known as 
the “Mailman”. 


Awaiting trial 

According to a police source in Uppsala, 
Rundquist is currently at pains to distance 
himself from his three friends. He is denying 
knowledge of the weapons found in the car, 
as well as any plans for armed robbery. He 
has stated that he was in the car by pure acci- 
dent — being interested in cars, he could not 
resist the offer of a leisure drive in an Audi 
Quattro. 

All four have been charged with planning 
an armed robbery as well as illegal possession 
of firearms. The trial is expected to be held at 
the end of June.

Government gets 
tough with asylum 
seekers 


The Norwegian government has moved to 
tighten still further the country’s already very 
strict Aliens Law. In future, it will be compul- 
sory for all asylum seekers wishing to stay to 
be photographed and finger-printed if their 
residence application is to be considered. 

Similar rules will apply to existing resi- 
dents who do not identify themselves with the 
appropriate documents when asked by the 
police. 

Police and immigration service actions 
against immigrants and refugees have often 
taken on scandalous proportions in recent 
years. In May the Immigration Office got into 
hot water after it was disclosed that two of its 
officials had accepted an invitation by local 
racists to address a meeting in Vestfold. 

After news of the meeting leaked out, the 
officials lamely claimed it had been “impor- 
tant to meet the other side”, leaving the 
racists jubilant at having been taken seriously. 

It appears, however, that the authorities are, 
for the time being at least, intent on prevent- 
ing far-rightists and organised racists from 
capitalising politically on the new laws. 

In particular, it seems that, partly pressured 
by last year’s mass anti-racist protests, the 
heat is being turned up on Norway’s most 
notorious racist, “mad bomber” Arne Myrdal. 

Although Myrdal has proved adept at grab- 
bing media coverage for his frequently 
announced antics, he is having real problems 
finding venues in which to perform them. 
Local communities simply do not want him 
in their midst. 

On 17 May he turned up in the town of 
Brummendal, along with a handful of like- 
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minded supporters, in a bid to use Norway’s 
Independence Day celebration as a launch- 
pad for an open-air meeting. 

No sooner had he crossed the town bound- 
ary then he was turned back and ended up 
addressing a group of about 35 youths on the 
shores of a nearby lake. 

Interestingly, Myrdal’s tirade was recorded 
by the Norwegian state broadcasting system. 
Its content was eccentric in the extreme and 
gives a fascinating insight into why the 
incompetent racist and neo-nazi right in 
Norway is regarded as a total laughing-stock 
and pitiful side-show by their counterparts in 
Germany and other European countries. 

Myrdal’s theme was cars. One of his 
friends had actually seen a black man driving 
one, a VW Golf. “What about that?” roared 
the mad bomber, who went on to urge his 
young and rather drunken supporters to “take 
them and take them hard” next time such a 
horror was seen. 

Overwhelmed by such oratory, the mob 
then bellowed “sieg heil”, only to be 
restrained by Myrdal who ordered them to 
“wait until the press goes away because ‘red’ 
journalists would not understand”.

Neo-fascists poll 10% 


Local elections held throughout Italy at the 
beginning of June show new evidence of a 


north-south split and a turn to the right. 

In Trieste, close to the Yugoslav border, the 
Socialists plunged from 21 per cent in the 
April general election to a pitiful 9 per cent. 
Most of the lost votes were picked up by the 
extreme-right separatists of the 
Northern/Lombardy Leagues, who scored 10 
per cent. 

Much of the Leagues’ election platform 
concentrated on racist propaganda against 
accepting refugees from the fighting in 
Yugoslavia. In this they found a rival in 
another separatist outfit, the List for Trieste, 
which came second to the Christian 
Democrats. 

Another factor pushing voters rightwards 
has been the massive local government cor- 
ruption scandals which have burst into the 
open in Milan and have hit Bettino Craxi’s 
Socialist Party very hard. 

The Socialists, who rule Milan, are now 
trying desperately to find a governmental for- 
mula to stave off new elections which could 
even enable the rightist Leagues to capture 
political control. 

The shift to the right in northern Italy runs 
deep. The fascist Italian Social Movement 
came third in Trieste and, profiting from the 
fact that the Socialists had their hands deep in 
the cash box, increased its vote in Milan. 

Paradoxically, in the south the Socialists 
gained support, but this was no real achieve- 
ment. They were backed by the gangster 
Camorra organisation, which is strengthening 
its criminal grip on the whole southern region 
and was the subject of a welter of allegations 
about intimidation at polling stations. 


New book exposes the “Black Baron” 


Two Belgian investigative journalists, 
Phillippe Brewaeys and  Jean-Frederick 
Deliége, have unearthed new information 
about the sinister activities of the far-right so- 
called “Black Baron” Benoit de Bonvoisin. 

In a newly published book, the two have 
produced evidence tracing back almost the 
entire career of de Bonvoisin, who has long 
been regarded as a key fixer between sections 
of the Belgian state apparatus, leading right- 
wing conservative politicians, business con- 
cerns and groups of the extreme right. 

The book De Bonvoisin and Co: Predators 
of the State, from Liege to Brussels shows 
how, as treasurer of the CEPIC group within 
the Belgian Christian Democratic party at the 
end of the 1970s, he worked with party presi- 
dent Paul Vanden Boeynants to install many 
fascists within CEPIC’s structures. 

Boeynants, who rose to become prime min- 
ister was later convicted for fraud. De 
Bonvoisin also is no stranger to the courts as 
Brewaeys and Deliége explain. 

De Bonvoisin is currently charged with 
fraud involving the finances of the 
Compagnie Internationale d’Editions 
Populaires, which also happens to publish the 
extreme-right magazine Nouvel Europe. 

Nevertheless, de Bonvoisin has always pur- 
sued journalists and law enforcement officers 
who have probed too far into his murky 
affairs. A classic case was the one begun in 
1983 against Albert Raes, former chief of 


Belgian state security, for allegedly spreading 
false information about his connections with 
extreme-rightists and about his political deal- 
ings. 

De Bonvoisin lost the case after almost 
eight years of hearings, enabling investigators 
to take a closer look at his operations, espe- 
cially in connection with his role as a lobbyist 
for the massive French industrial concern 
Compagnie Générale des Eaux (CGE). 

The CGE has close ties with the ruling 
French Socialist Party and de Bonvoisin has 
extended its influence amongst Belgian 
Socialist politicians. The authors accuse him 
of facilitating this by greasing palms and cite 
the case of the Liége mayor who allegedly 
received over a million Belgian francs for his 
assistance to the CGE. 

The book is important because in Belgium 
most of all there have been subterranean links 
between violent extremists and shadowy 
security organisations, a twilight world which 
was only brought into the open by a parlia- 
mentary committee three years ago. 

The committee produced evidence of high- 
ly developed plans by elements in the intelli- 
gence services, police and armed forces to 
overthrow democracy and highlighted their 
involvement in murderous terrorism. 

This new book helps shed more light into 
this dark corner of Belgian society.

Riot police attack 
anti-nazis 


German special riot police turned Mannheim 
into a war zone, blocked motorway exits into 
the city and arrested more than 250 anti-fas- 
cists on 13 June, in an attempt to stop a 
national demonstration in solidarity with 
refugees at a hostel in the city’s Sch6nau dis- 
trict. 

Since 26 May crowds of up to 400 nazi- 
inspired local people have laid nightly siege 
to the hostel, bombarding it with stones and 
other missiles. Attempts at defensive actions 
by anti-fascists have been met with massive 
and brutal police violence and demonstrations 
supporting the refugees banned by 
Mannheim’s Social Democratic mayor. 

For more than two weeks the pogrom 
atmosphere in Schénau, where the fascist 
Republican Party got 15.9 per cent of the poll 
in recent elections, has intensified. Despite 
the repression, mass arrests and witch-hunt- 
ing by the press, anti-fascists have not been 
deterred and will continue their efforts to 
defend the refugees from the racist mobs. 


Police allowed nazi 
attack 


Police in Magdeburg have arrested a 21-year- 
old bonehead from Wolfsburg in connection 
with the violent nazi attack on a city pub in 
which one man was killed and several other 
people seriously injured. 

The dead man, Torsten Lamprecht, a 23- 
year-old gardener, had been one of a group of 
about 25 people, some of them known anti- 
fascists, holding a birthday party when the 
nazi assault troop, who had arrived in more 
than a dozen vehicles, stormed the pub. 

He was severely beaten about the head with 
baseball bats and clubs, sustaining horrific 
head wounds from which he later died. In the 
raid, which lasted 10 minutes, the nazis 
announced themselves with yells of “Heil 
Hitler” and “Sieg Heil”. Four other victims 
were left with fractured skulls and the interior 
of the pub was completely wrecked. 

Torsten’s is the sixth nazi murder in 
Germany since the beginning of March. 
Eyewitnesses to the violence say that his 
death could have been prevented by the 
police. In a statement they said that seven 
policemen were in the immediate vicinity but 
did nothing to intervene, even though they 
were asked to do so. 

The police say this was because they “were 
awaiting reinforcements and needed a mini- 
mum of 15 men to stand any chance of suc- 
cess” and because “in the darkness it would 
have been too risky to use firearms.” 

However, police later admitted that the 
attack “was no spontaneous action but was 
planned, well prepared and executed”. They 
had received a decoy call to divert a special 
patrol group away from the scene of the 
attack. 

In the event they only arrived a full half 
hour after the nazis had departed leaving in 


their wake a bloody mess. Some of the 
youngsters have accused the police of having 
friendly relations with the boneheads and of 
sympathising with them politically. 

The attitude of the Sachsen-Anhalt Interior 
Ministry is little better. After the details of the 
events hit the press, a spokesman said the 
attack was “the first of its kind it had come 
across”. Local people assert that nazi bone- 
head violence has been on the rise for three 
years and since last autumn there have been 
scores of nazi attacks in the area. 

On 24 May more than 5,000 local people 
and anti-fascists held a peaceful and disci- 
plined memorial march for Torsten 
Lamprecht through Magdeburg’s city centre. 

Hours before, there had been further bone- 
head violence. This time, ironically, the vic- 


tim was a 44-year-old police officer who was 
stabbed. Seven skinheads were arrested. 
Police later intercepted 34 nazis from Bremen 
who had arrived in town to attack the march. 


125,000 votes for 
neo-nazis 


The results of the elections, at the end of 
May, to Berlin’s 23 district councils — the first 
of their kind since 1946 — produced still fur- 
ther evidence of what are now, without doubt, 
consolidated trends in Germany: the diminu- 
tion of credibility of the big political parties, 
declining electoral support for them and the 
emergence of the neo-fascist right as a mate-

In Berlin only only 61 per cent of the 2 
million electorate bothered to vote. How they 
voted was yet another heavy blow for 
Germany’s three main parties, Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl’s ruling Christian Democratic 
Union (CDU), its junior coalition partner the 
Free Democrats (FDP) and the opposition 
Social Democrats (SPD). 

Between them, the three main parties gath- 
ered 61.4 per cent of the votes cast. The 
FDP’s share was a mere 4.8 per cent and it 
secured election in only seven local assem- 
blies, a miserable performance for what is, 
after all, one of Germany’s governing parties. 

The strong dissatisfaction felt by more and 
more sections of the population, based on ris- 
ing unemployment, rocketing rents, massive 
housing shortages and what appears to be an 
ever-rising bill for German reunification, did 
not find uniform expression. 

In former East Berlin, votes drifted from 
the traditional parties to the former commu- 
nist Party of Democratic Socialism (PDS) led 
by Gregor Gysi. It gained 29.7 per cent, a 
result which makes it the second strongest 
political organisation in the old East German 
capital after the SPD. 

By contrast, in former West Berlin, it was 
the fascist Republican Party (REP), led by ex- 
Waffen SS trooper Franz Schénhuber, which 
reaped the main harvest of defections from 
the main parties by grabbing 9.9 per cent of 
the vote. In East Berlin the REP was only 
able to get 5.4 per cent — still enough to be 
represented on several local councils and cer- 
tainly a foundation on which it will try to 
build in future. 

In short the elections produced a picture of 
polarisation. On an city-wide basis, the forces 
to the left of the SPD, that is the PDS and the 
Greens/Biindnis 90/Alternative Liste, took 
24.6 per cent and the fascists 8.3 per cent. 
The CDU and SPD saw their support 
squeezed. 

The most important vote overall is that for 
the fascists. (The support for the PDS cannot 
truly be called a new factor.) However, as 
usual, both the CDU and SPD leaders, as well 
as a huge chunk of the press, were dismissive 
and tried hard to lump together the 
Republicans and the PDS as “extremists”. 

Or else they were just smug about every- 
thing. For example, Walter Momper, the 
SPD’s leader in Berlin, pronounced himself 
“quite satisfied” and ventured to suggest, “the 
advance of the Republicans has been brought 
to a halt”. 

His reaction, short-sighted in the extreme, 
conveniently ignored the fact that with 
125,000 votes, the REP almost doubled its 
support compared to the Bundestag elections. 

Even worse, Momper somehow contrived 
to forget that the fascists gained their biggest 
support in those working-class districts of 
west Berlin which are said to be SPD 
strongholds. Thus in Wedding they took 14.4 
per cent and in Neuk6lln they scored 12.8 per 
cent. 

Despite this, the eternally complacent 
Momper and the CDU chief Eberhard 
Diepgen puffed themselves up with a mixture 
of ill-placed parliamentary pride and Berlin 
parochialism to tell any reporter who would 
listen, within minutes of the first estimates, 
that the Republikaner had “failed by compari- 
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son with ’ their results in  Baden- 
Wiirttemberg”’. 

Two points should be noted carefully. 

Firstly, the main parties talked up the fas- 
cist vote before the election, blurting out wild 
estimates of a 12-15 per cent vote for the 
Republicans. Then when the REP did not 
achieve this, they could boast about about 
defeating the fascists. 

Secondly, the REP had little effective 
organisation in Berlin. Most of its original 
cadres have defected to other fascist and neo- 
nazi groups and it ran a very low profile cam- 
paign. This stood in marked contrast to the 
well-oiled effort it made in early April in the 
south German state of Baden-Wiirttemberg. 

Despite this, despite a lack of resources and 
despite being denied the freedom to organise 
by militant anti-fascist opposition, the fascists 
were still able to score a relatively high vote 
and sail past the five per cent hurdle and win 
seats in 21 of the local councils. 

Voters, it seems, voted for the anti-foreign- 
er, racist programme rather than the party. If 
other nazis fared miserably with less than 
3,000 votes it was only because the name of 
the Republican Party was better known. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


AWB tries to build 
international links 


The  neo-nazi Afrikaner Weerstands 
Beweging (AWB), led by Eugene Terre 
Blanche, has threatened an uprising and 
armed resistance if the African National 
Congress takes over the reins of government. 

At a meeting in the Transvaal town of 
Klerkdorp attended by hundreds of armed 
AWB supporters, male and female, who were 
clad in paramilitary fatigues and carrying 
flags with the movement’s three-sided swasti- 
ka symbol, Terre Blanche presided over a 
parade lasting almost two hours. 

In a speech to the assembled racist hordes, 
he declared: “We are ready to fight. We will 
never accept the setting up of a communist 
government in this country that God has 
given us.” 

Terre Blanche went on to say that his 
movement “did not want to fight” but would 
have no choice if the ANC, which he called 
“a gang of criminals and communists”, takes 
power. 

Despite the sound and fury, the rally, the 
AWB’s first since March’s referendum in 
which an overwhelming majority voted for 
political reform, was a flop. 

Terre Blanche had billed it as “a world 
congress of the extreme right” and had boast- 
ed that it would be attended by hundreds of 
representatives of fascist movements from 
outside South Africa. 

There is no doubt that the AWB had the 
contacts, some of which were probably 
firmed up at a nazi rally in Greece in April, 
but it seems that these contacts had doubts 
about forking out for the airfare to 
Johannesburg. 

In the event, only one foreign nazi turned 
up: Antony Androutsopolis from Athens. 


AUSTRIA 


Key neo-nazi jailed 
for armed robbery 


In a little-publicised trial in Vienna, Austria, a 
court has sentenced German _neo-nazi 
Michael Schubert to eight years’ imprison- 
ment for armed robbery. The case marks an 
alarming new stage in the revelation of under- 
ground nazi activities in Germany and 
Austria. 

Schubert, a shadowy member of the violent 
nazi Nationalistische Front (NF), was alleged 
to have netted more than £60,000 in the bank 
raid. He claimed in court that he had lost all 
the proceeds in a gambling casino. 

Whether this true or not is unclear — details 
of the court proceedings have only just begun 
to filter out — but Schubert is known to have 
had very large-scale funds available. 

For example he was the owner of the build- 
ing in the north German city of Bielefeld 
which, until it was sold recently, was the 
headquarters of the NF. Schubert now says 
that he had to sell the building in connection 
with his trial. 

Sources inside the German neo-nazi scene 
are convinced that the funds that have 
enabled the NF to buy property and to pro- 
duce propaganda material of a very high tech- 
nical quality have been derived from criminal 
activities like Schubert’s bank raid. 

They also point out that it is significant that 
both the purchase and sale of the legally-reg- 
istered NF’s headquarters was administered 
by Jiirgen Rieger, an NF leader and Hamburg 
lawyer who acts as a defence advocate in 
almost all German trials involving neo-nazis. 

Assisting in the defence in the Austrian 
trial was another notorious fascist lawyer, 
Herbert Schaller, a former long-time member 
of the Austrian Communist Party and now a 
“national-revolutionary” nazi and allegedly 
an NF cadre. 

In recent months Schaller has kept himself 
busy losing two cases involving the distribu- 
tion of illegal nazi literature in Austria, in 
which he acted as defence lawyer. 

In the first case, his client, leading Austrian 
neo-nazi Walther Ochsenberger, publisher of 
the glossy 35,000-circulation magazine Sieg, 
was jailed for three years for racial slander 
and violating the ban on national socialist 
activities. 

In the second, Ochsenberger’s alter ego 
Gerd Honsik, who publishes the equally 
vicious hate magazine Halt was jailed for 18 
months on similar charges and received a fur- 
ther 18 months for other offences. 

Both Sieg and Halt are printed and pub- 
lished in Barcelona, Spain, in a highly secre- 
tive operation that is believed to be run with 
the help the Spanish organisation CEDADE. 
This organisation functions as an openly 
Hitlerite movement and held a meeting in 
Madrid at the end of April, attended by three 
convicted leading nazis, Ernst Ziindel, Thies 
Christophersen and Manfred Roeder. 

Though ostensibly Strasserite nazi in its 
orientation, the NF, which was founded in 
1985 and has several hundred cadres and 
sympathisers, has definite’ roles inside the 
rapidly expanding neo-nazi scene. These 


include cadre formation and, it appears, 
assembling the nucleus of a_highly-cen- 
tralised terror organisation called the 
Nationales Einsatzkommando (NEK). 

The formation of the NEK was announced 
in a secret eight-page internal document last 
autumn — seized by the Austrian police — by 
the NF’s_- general secretary Meinolf 
Schénborn, in which he urged his cadres “to 
be ready to fight” and gave as inspirational 
models the names of early Nazi street 
brawlers and murderers as well as the crimi- 
nal Waffen-SS. 

The purpose of the “already existing 
NEK”, clearly set out in Sch6nborn’s letter, is 
to “build a highly mobile cadre”, “to educate 
fit and healthy comrades for the battle for the 
streets” and “the planning and execution of 
centrally-organised surprise actions against 
criminal bands of foreigners and the left’. 

The German police, who are now investi- 
gating Schénborn and 13 other NF members 
under “suspicion of establishing a terrorist 
association”, say that house searches “have so 
far only yielded written evidence” for their 
inquiries. 

However, during last autumn’s avalanche 
of neo-nazi terror, more than 107 fire-bomb 
attacks and violent assaults on foreigners 
occurred in the state of Nordrhein-Westfalen, 
which is an NF stronghold and is where its 
headquarters are based. In 1991, 725 terror 
attacks took place there. 

As more details of the Schubert case are 
disclosed, further vital evidence might expose 
more links in the increasing violent German 
neo-nazi scene which has been responsible 
for at least six reported killings since March 
this year. 

It might also point to reasons for the drop- 
ping of some serious charges against nazi 
leader Gottfried Kiissel, currently under pre- 
ventive detention in a Vienna jail, and the 
release and deportation to Germany of his 
bodyguard Klaus Kopanski. 


Revisionist line from 
mainstream paper 


An editorial in one of Austria’s top-selling 
daily papers has sparked off a new controver- 
sy about the country’s wartime role as a will- 
ing accomplice to Hitler’s Germany. 

During last month’s presidential election 
campaign, in which suspected war criminal 
Kurt Waldheim stood down, the 1.3 million 
circulation Vienna tabloid Neue Kronen 
Zeitung claimed that “relatively few” Jews 
were gassed by the Nazis. 

The editorial went on to suggest that 
Holocaust survivors “might need the martyr 
saga of Hitler’s barbarically gassed victims in 
the same way that Christians for the past 
2,000 years have cultivated the memory of 
the far more barbaric crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ.” 

The comments were immediately con- 
demned by premier Franz Vranitsky and by 
presidential candidates Rudolf Streicher for 
the Social Democrats and Thomas Klestil, a 
conservative. 

However, the issues of antisemitism, so- 
called historical revisionism and the country’s 
Nazi past are live issues at the moment. 
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Those who do not remember the past are condemned to repeat it. 


Walter Liiftl, president of the Austrian 
Chamber of Engineers, was forced to resign 
his post recently after publicly claiming that 
no Jews were murdered in gas chambers. In 
Wels in April leading film makers and Rudolf 
Scholten, Minister of Culture, boycotted a 
film festival after local officials refused to 
rename streets and public buildings honour- 
ing Austrian Nazis and their collaborators. 

The immediate protests against the Neue 
Kronen Zeitung also forced plans for a big 
Waffen-SS “Kameradschaft IV” reunion in 
Graz on 23 May to be hastily modified. 

The original plan had been for Josef 
Krainer, the conservative governor of Styria, 
his deputy, the Social Democrat Peter 
Schachner-Blazizek, and Franz Wegart, presi- 
dent of the provincial parliament, to attend 
the ceremony as official patrons. 

Public pressure forced them to withdraw, 
leaving the 500 Waffen-SS men and their 
wives with only one guest of honour: SS gen- 
eral Silvester Stadel, former commander of a 
regiment of the infamous and murderous SS 
Das Reich division. 

Stadel was in command of the division in 
France when one of the units in his regiment 
massacred 642 civilians in the village of 
Oradour on 10 June 1944 by burning them 
alive after locking them in a church. 

The SS wreath-laying ceremony took place 
under heavy police protection, which had 
been mobilised against 200 anti-fascist 
demonstrators who turned out to protest. 

One politician whose condemnation was 
not heard was Jorg Haider, “yuppie fascist” 
and leader of the Austrian Freedom Party 
(FPO). On the contrary, Haider rushed to the 
defence of the Waffen-SS saying that the vet- 
erans were “respectable men”. 

Haider’s monumental arrogance was no 
doubt increased by the fact that on the previ- 
ous weekend he had gained a vote of 95.8 per 
cent for his leadership of the FPO at a party 
conference in Badgastein. 


FRANCE 


Nazi-slayer acquitted 


A 20-year-old French woman has_ been 
acquitted in Douai, in northern France, of 
murdering her father in a case that has cast a 
fascinating glimpse into the twisted mind of a 
nazi activist child abuser. 

Ida Beaussart shot her 42-year-old father, 
Jean-Claude Beaussart, with his own gun 
after her endurance of his oppression and 
indoctrination finally snapped in the summer 
of 1989. 

Beaussart, a fascist activist and night-club 
doorman with several prison sentences for 
incitement to racial hatred, had forced his 
family, including five daughters, to wear 
paramilitary uniforms and give nazi salutes. 

Said Ms Beaussart: “My father used to give 
us pages of dictation from Hitler’s Mein 
Kampf and made sure there were pictures of 
Hitler and swastikas everywhere, even in our 
bedrooms. We never went on holiday because 
he said that was for Jews.” 

The court, which sat behind closed doors, 
heard that Beaussart had also prevented his 
children from attending school so that he 
could personally brainwash them. 

Part of the “education” he provided was 
military training in nearby woods. During 
these exercises, he would call his daughter a 
“freak” and a “mongol” because she had a 
weak heart. 

The last straw was when Ms Beaussart’s 
sister Christine escaped from home with her 
boyfriend and her father beat up the other sis- 
ters to find out her whereabouts. 

Fearful that he would later kill her sister, 
Ms Beaussart shot her father twice with a 
Luger pistol. Now, after being acquitted, she 
is living with her husband and small child in 
central France, in hiding from her father’s 
nazi friends who have vowed revenge 
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The twilight of the gods 


As the tramping boots of a new generation of 
nazis echo on the still-cobbled streets of 
Germany’s Saxon towns, memories of human 
loads packed into cattle trucks and black 
smoke rising from crematorium chimneys 
clamp icy fingers around the heart. Images of 
the Hitler horror flicker through the mind: 
faces, places, names. Prominent among the 
names of the spectres which people Europe’s 
worst nightmare is that of Friedrich 
Nietzsche, regarded and reviled for so long 
and by so many as the source of the Nazi 
creed, the triumph of “superman” over the 
“untermensch”. 


This view is ably shattered by Ben 
Macintyre in his Forgotten Fatherland. 
Effectively three works in one, travel 


adventure, detective story and biography, the 
book exposes an outrageous usurpation of a 
reputation and documents a fraud of 
monumental proportions which has for a 
century damned the wretched Nietzsche, 
plagued as he was by a sister’s overweening 
ambition and snobbery, and probably the 
victim of syphilis. 

The book is in part the chronicle of a 
wretchedly uncomfortable and _ ultimately 
anticlimactic journey to trace the descendants 
of a group of German settlers who were lured, 
cajoled and tricked into emigrating to the 
jungle of Paraguay in the nineteenth century 
by Elizabeth Nietzsche, sister of Friedrich, 
and her husband Bernhardt Forster, a rabid 
antisemite with a vision of a “New Germany” 
to be created from Aryan stock in a South 
American “paradise”. 

The events of a river-boat journey in 1991, 
when Macintyre set out for “Nueva 
Germania” are graphically portrayed in an 
entertaining style. Eccentrics abound, as do 
moments of pathos and morsels of obscure 
South American historical record, such as this 
description of the flight of a Paraguayan 
dictator and his Irish mistress following an 
ill-advised war with Brazil, Argentina and 
Uruguay: 

““ .,. the President and his mistress headed 
north, she in an old Spanish carriage with 
high wheels and leather springs, he in an 
American four-wheeled buggy. They took the 
remains of the army and 600 carts, loaded 
with the national archives, all the gold from 
the treasury and enough wine and provisions 
to last the dictator and his family several 
months. And they took Eliza’s Pleydel piano. 
Lopez’s mother and sisters, Raphaela and 
Innocencia, the vast ‘Bavarian eggs’ whom 
Eliza loved to humiliate, fell under the 
suspicion of treachery and were locked in 
wooden cages on wheels and rolled along 
with the rest of the heavy baggage, just 
behind the piano; every so often Lopez would 
take them out and have them flogged, as the 
column wound northwards, harried by 
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advance units of Brazilian cavalry. At a point 
between Las Lomas and Cerro Cora in the far 
north, the President’s final resting-place, the 
Pleydel was unceremoniously dumped near 
the river, the horse drawing its carriage 
having died and been eaten. 

“The town is still called Piano or Isla 
Madama.” 

The enormity of Elizabeth Nietzsche’s 
crime against her brother’s memory is 
staggering. He was, says Macintyre, utterly 
opposed to antisemitism and the national 
socialist ideology, adamantly refusing to 
assist Elizabeth and her husband in their ill- 
fated Aryan colony venture. Yet Elizabeth, an 
irritating, bourgeois Saxon given to ceaseless 
chatter and self-glorification, gnawed by 
personal ambition, was prepared to forge, lie 
and flatter her way to unearned fame, twisting 
her brother’s philosophy, doctoring his 
writings and by misrepresenting his views, 
fashioning him in life and death into the 
philosophical mentor of the Nazis. 

She engineered acquaintanceship with the 
Wagners despite Cosima Wagner’s deep 
dislike of her and regardless of Wagner’s 
antisemitic, Germanic obsession which, 
though fully in accord with her own racist 
views, was anathema to Friedrich. 

Her manufacture of the Nietzsche myth 
served the Nazis well and brought her both 
money and a kind of fame. It secured for her, 
not without much fawning and pushing, 
acceptance in the highest Nazi circles. She 
schemed her way into a relationship, regarded 
by her as a close friendship, with Adolf Hitler 
who, though he probably never read one of 
Nietzsche’s works, needed the whiff of 
science and academia provided by the self- 
aggrandising Elisabeth and her “Nietzsche 
Archive” to cloak with some respectability

the reeking policy of racial extermination 
which the Nazis pursued. 

Macintyre did find the remnants of 
Elizabeth Nietzche’s Aryan colony. Strung 
along jungle tracks, the mud-built and grass- 
thatched hovels of “Nueva Germania” house 
the wretched progeny of successive 
generations of “New Germans”, products of 
inbreeding in an alien environment, eking out 
a strange, doomed existence. Separated by 
thousands of miles, and a century of 
cataclysmic change in Germany and Europe 
in general, from their spiritual home, the 
Schweikerts, Fischers, Schiittes and the rest 
are still singing old German folk-songs and 
revering the name of the woman who 
abandoned their ancestors 50 years before her 
death, in comfort and style, in November 
1935. 

Following the second world war and the 
defeat of the Nazis, for whom Elizabeth 
Nietzsche grovelled and in whose interests 
and her own she deformed her brother’s 
legacy to philosophy and literature, many of 
the worst racial criminals fled Germany for 
South America, assisted by American agents 
and the Catholic church. Some, including 
Adolf Eichmann, were traced. Others 
vanished into the depths of the tropical forest. 
One certainly lived for a time in 
the crumbling ruins of “Nueva Germania” 
and the evil spirit of Josef Mengele still 
haunted the place when Macintyre reached it 
in 1991. 

Mengele’s name will forever be associated 
with the horrors of Nazism. Perhaps 
Macintyre’s book will rescue that of Friedrich 
Nietzche from the same, unjustified fate.

In Whitechapel recently a synagogue and 
Jewish community restaurant were gutted in a 
blaze that was started by prayer books being 
set alight in a number of parts of the building. 
As ever, the police, while prepared to accept 
it was arson, want to put it down to hooligans. 
But a spokesperson for the Jewish Board of 
Deputies said it was clearly an act of anti- 
semitism.

Two months after the rebellion in Los 
Angeles, the small window of public discus- 
sion about racism has been replaced by a new 
effort to blame the victim by the right wing. 
After a virtually all-white jury found four 
policemen innocent of charges related to the 
vicious beating of Rodney King, an African 
American, disorders spread from Los Angeles 
to Atlanta and a dozen other cities. 

At first the Bush administration attempted 
to claim that social welfare programmes 
enacted in the 1960s were the cause. Then 


vice president Dan Quayle led the charge by 
claiming the riots were the result of a failure 
of “values” foisted upon the country by “cul- 
tural elites” in Hollywood and the universi- 
ties. He blamed the riots on fatherless fami- 
lies and a lack of discipline. 

Republican presidential aspirant Pat 
Buchanan followed up with the claim that lax 
“immigration policies” were to blame for the 
riots. At Jerry Falwell’s Liberty University, 
Buchanan said that mob violence was the 
result of secularised public schools, drugs, 
pornography and rap music. 

Both Quayle and Buchanan were cheered 
on by conservatives, eager to shift the blame 
from the racist policies which have impover- 
ished millions. In south Los Angeles, the 
heart of the riot-torn area, 30.3 per cent of 
families live below the US government-estab- 
lished poverty level — twice the rate for the 
city as a whole. About 25 per cent of the 
households received some form of welfare, 
up from 19 per cent in 1980. 

Some of the response from the white 
supremacist movement was _ predictable. 
Thom Robb’s Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
claimed: “The police treat everyone the same. 
If the police had been filmed beating a Klan 
member or anti-abortion demonstrator, noth- 
ing would be said ... the media tried to create 
a situation where non-whites would commit 
violence against whites.” 


Neo-nazi publisher Ed Fields claimed that 
“racial inferiority caused the Los Angeles 
riots ... What we face is a growing revolt 
against white civilisation.” 

But other organised racists took a different 
approach. White Aryan Resistance leader 
Tom Metzger told his followers: “Do not sup- 
port either side, the white system leaders or 
the non-whites. WAR is number one opposed 
to the system in Washington ... Don’t play 
the conservative game and side with the sys- 
tem.” 

John Baumgardner, leader of the Florida 
state Invisible Empire Klan, was even 
stronger. He said: “If the New World Order 
enforcers can beat a black man into the 
ground, they can do the same to a white man 
and they will. I say burn down LA, burn it to 
the ground ... Anything to help bring the sys- 
tem to its knees.” 

Baumgardner has been involved in a high- 
profile joint campaign with Osiris Akkebala, 
who calls himself an elder of the Pan African 
International Movement in Orlando, Florida. 
At public press conferences in May in St 
Augustine and Jacksonville, Akkebala and 
Baumgardner called for “repatriation with 
reparations” and urged African Americans to 
move to Africa and establish a separate state. 

The rebellions in Los Angeles and else- 
where demonstrated just how far Akkebala is 
out of step. 
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Irving brings revisionist lawyers to Britain 


In an effort to regain his much dented 
credibility in the international neo- 
nazi historical revisionist movement, 
and to disguise from the British public 
the fact that he is being barred from 
more and more countries because of 
his extremist political views and activi- 
ties, David Irving announced last 
month his intention to hold a revision- 
ist seminar in central London on 
Saturday 4 July. 

The only speaker advertised is US attorney 
Kirk D Lyons, who defended Order member 
Louis Beam in a sedition trial in Fort Smith, 
Texas, in 1988. California-born Lyons has 
recently set up an _ organisation called 
CAUSE, which stands for Canada, Austria, 
United States, South Africa and Europe. He 
has been active in Ku Klux Klan, Populist 
Party and Aryan Nations circles. 

In 1991 Lyons defended Fred Leuchter in 
the US courts, the man the Home Secretary 
banned from Britain last year and who was 
ignominiously arrested and deported during 
Irving’s aborted revisionist rally in London 
last November. 

Informed sources close to Irving appear 
convinced that a meeting will be held in 
Yorkshire at the end of June and another in 
Glasgow during the visit of Lyons to Britain. 
We think the guest speakers may include 
Emst Ziindel’s Canadian lawyer Doug 
Christie, and Sam Dickson, a long-time asso- 
ciate of Anthony Hancock, the neo-nazi print- 
er and fraudster, and the man who played host 
to John Tyndall when he visited the USA. 

Hancock is playing a central role in organ- 
ising the tour, issuing tickets from his 
address, 20 Madeira Place, Brighton, Sussex. 
It is clear from the language of the promo- 


tional material he is issuing 
that the aim is to involve the 
British neo-nazi movement 
far more openly and closely 
with their revisionist com- 
rades abroad. 

Irving is now banned in 
Germany, although he 
seems to have no respect for 
German law and breaks the 
ban on entry with amazing 
regularity. He is also banned 
from Austria and more 
recently South Africa and 
Italy. 

Irving probably thinks he 
has pulled a fast one on the 
Home Office this time by 
inviting lawyers who will 
try to hide behind their pro- 
fessional status if there is 
any attempt to exclude them 
from Britain. But all three 
of them are well known 
for their far-right connec- 
tions. 

Doug Christie does much 
more than represent nazis in 
court. He is an integral part

Searchlight’s European editor Graeme 
Atkinson visited Britain last month to 
take part in a day school organised by 
Anti-Fascist Action as part of a week 
of events under the title “East End 
Yesterdays”. This is an annual series 
of talks, walks and other activities 
recalling the experience of the people 
of East London down the years. 

The day school, titled “Fascism and 
Racism in East London”, included a study of 
the British National Party, a session on immi- 
grants, racism and fascism, another session 
on women, the family and fascism, and final- 
ly Graeme’s talk on European fascism. 

Graeme’s main speaking engagement on 
his visit was at a top London hotel where a 
large room had been donated to Friends of 
Searchlight to hold a fund-raising event 
before Searchlight editor Gerry Gable 
appears in court later this month. Politicians, 
trade unionists, activists from various ethnic 
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communities as well as people from the arts 
were there to hear about the rise of neo- 
nazism internationally and the situation at 
home and to view a series of anti-fascist 
videos. 

Graeme, who had just finished a tour of 
Germany, was able to bring his unmatched 
expertise and up-to-date knowledge on the 
situation in Europe to a very interested audi- 
ence. 

During last month Searchlight speakers 
were active in various parts of the country, 
including Scotland and Surrey. Tony Robson, 
the Searchlight office manager, attended the 
Anti-Racist Alliance conference in London.

Gerry Gable Defence Fund 


The trial of Searchlight editor Gerry Gable 
will begin later this month at Southwark 
Crown Court in London, where he faces a 


charge of incitement to violent disorder aris- 
ing out of incidents at a neo-nazi League of St 
George rally held at Kensington Library in 
May last year. Gerry strenuously denies the 
charge and the case will be fought with the 
utmost vigour. His defence will be led by Ms 
Helena Kennedy, QC. 

As we go to press the trial is set to start on 
Monday 20 July but there is a last minute 
possibility that the trial could open on 16 
July. 

Over the last few months Gerry and his 
family have been overwhelmed by the gen- 
erosity shown by a broad mass of people who 
support the work of the magazine and its 
research section. Money has been raised for 
Gerry’s defence (he is not legally aided) and 
many people have come forward to offer 
expert advice in helping with research. 

Many journalists are watching this case 
with keen interest as it may raise the funda- 
mental right of journalists to attend political 
gatherings and report them. 

There have been far too many letters of 
support for our small staff to reply to all of 
them personally, so we take this opportunity 
to thank everybody who has given us support. 

The work of Searchlight will continue with 
renewed.vigour in the years ahead.
